After many yearsof intensive research 
into tne mysterious and hidgen arts of in- 
vocation, | have finally compilea tnis boak, 
which, | feel, will be my greatest oook on 
an art tnat has long bean last and wnich, 
at one time, Served to giva the magician 
ánd occult devotee tne office of guardian 
of the invisible forces. 


It has long been my contention that 
the story of Alladin'!s Lamp nas often been 
interpreted tnusly: tnat tne Aliadin's Lamp 
wasa mere instrument or an incident in tne 
invecator's ritual and accessory; an instru- 
ment by wnicn the compack of invocation can 
be selected. To many of my "Cnelas" (stu- 
dents) nave i tola that the historical story 
of Alladin was falsely interpreted by our 
historians and tnat tne true significance 
of the Allagdin's Lamp was basically mysti- 
cal and that the invocator nad merely to 
rub the soul of tne Lamp to invoke tne genil. 





The devoted student of occultism and 
the mere curiosity-seeker may botn differ 
in the adherence to tne rituals that | will 
Set fortn just as | nave interpreted tnem 
trom tne ancients. Those of jou who seek 


only to gain Success, may gain it--but tne 
great resultwill be, for it issuraly writ- 
ten "That he who uses the works of the ma- 
gician falsely, shall himself be falsely 
accused.” 


In tne following pages you will fina 
many ways that 11 have invokea very many 
different Spirits, Demons, Angels and Gob- 
lins. | implore you; those of youwno will 
attempt the invocation of either gooa or 
bad Demons, Spirits, Angeis or Goblins to 
do SO with the greatest amount of self-re- 
spect ana confidence. For, | nave found 
in many years of experience that those who 
Supply tne actions of God be not seriously 
considering the strain. Of the many invo- 
cations included, you will find tnem as an 
analysis of tne great Solar Intelligences, 
and interpretation leading to an awareness 
and complete appreciation. 


Let me, at tnis point, pause and go 


into wnat | think tne uses of so many of 
our friends are desirous—of this hidcaen 
knowledge wnicn | feel nas been revealed 


for tne first time. in ancient times, there 
iS record tnat certainmystics invoked many 
a spirit to do nis didding. Some nistori- 
cal records show tnat Cleopatra compelied 
an enemy to lose his power to narm ner and 
forced nim to become a slave and lover, by 
ner magical use of scented oils and sorcery. 
At this time a great cult in Egypt was a 
sacred and mystic iegion in which Isis and 
Asoris were Deities. Tnepractitioners and 
priest in this cult, by a hign invocation, 
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were said, able to leave the body and as- 
cena to the 7th Heaven to make compacks 
with isis, tne Immortal of |mmortais. As 
thy story istold, this son of anign priest 
was sent to use his magical art in forcing 
the neip and consent of Cleopatra ta tne 
aidof nis secret orger. By ner great sor- 
cery, she conjureg the forces of a great 
demon whicn destroyed his power and caused 
him tg become nar slave. When the great 
priests of tne order learned of tnis, they 
immedlately inauced nign and mighty invo- 
cations and commanded demons ang yoblins, 
anu Secondary spirits of evil and lust, to 
wreck nar whole kingdom which is snown to 
us by historical account of the fal! of 
Cleopatra by her own hands. 


Snakaspeare, in theplay "Tne Tempest," 
clearly reveals that in the Elizaoethan Age 
tne work of the invocator and conjurer was 
understood, and its art practiced with great 
zeai. For Ariel, agreat demon, it issaid, 
was invoked by the Duke of Milan to cause 
tne aestruction of his anemey who had va- 
nisned him to a desert island. 


Fromthe earliest nistorical times, we 
nave found traces of the many uses of invo- 
cations tnat are nidgen to the untrained eye 
but vividly clear to the invocating magi- 
cian. Many histarians, occult and other- 
wise, have shown us tnat sucn men as Gilles 
de Retz, Robert Owen, Dr. Hodgson, Joan of 
Arc,  Swedenberg acquired great wealth, 
riches, friends, and power by invocating 


certain demons, spirits, goolins, and an- 
gels to go their oiading. Tnere are few 
limitations to tne possibilities of tne at- 
tainment of tne spirits, Gcemons, goblins 
and angels, for tney are bound by a force 
migntier than mignt to carry out tne nid- 
dings of those that invoke them. Tnere is 
no gimension limiting tnem, nor is tnere 
any finite time. Tneirs is tne power of 
tne ultimate consciousness. 


I, do nerety Say, witnout fear of any 
contradiction, that it has been revealed 
to me tnrougn many, many years of research 
tnat the ancients have invoked many of tne 
demons, goblins, angels and spirits to do 
their bidding and | sincerely believe tnat 
today, to the giftea and the earnest and 
tho fcarless and tne pure, the niduen powers 
of magic is still open. 


Tne person who seeks love, luck, suc- 
cess, riches, prosperity, gold, treasures, 
lost ones, etc. can, if they desire, vy 
following tne acts of the ancients, tread 
tneir mystical patneways in accomplishing 
tne seemingly impossiole things to their 
greatest advantage. For knowing that a 
Spirit, demon or a goniin property invoked 
--—must carry out the bidding of nis invo- 
cator. Tne limitations of tne invocator's 
demand are very smali and it is my belief 
that, witha proper understanding and carry- 
ing out of tne instructions, any person may 
be anle to invoke any spirit, demon or goo- 
lin at his command.

SECRET PROCEDURE IN ORDER TO MAKE AN 
INVOCATION. 


First, from the list contained nerein, choose 
1 Spirit, aemon, goolin or angel, or a spirit ut 3 
frieno or close relative, set a Jay tor invucating 
tnem and prepare in tne following manner: a Ua) 
Prior to the invocation snall oe devotea toa tast 
For 24 hours, tne person must take ng liquid & 
SOiiu foug. AS the Nour approacues, set Dy tne ser 
gician tor tne invocation, all mirrors snouia be 
Covereg uy white Clotn, and ail glass snall Ls 
Covered. Anything that mignt refiect a living 
thing anu not a living thing should ue covered tur 
Spirits, demons, joulins ana anyeis teel of fenau3 
when a shining thin: is placed in front oF inem 
and tney do not see themselves in it. 


Now, 3 nours Lefora the time set tor tne (nv o 
cation, the invocator uurns tne incensa desires. 
Tais is touna numoered besige the nane of tne spirit 
listeu on the wack uf tne cook. He then moves ail 
furniture to the siges of tne rogm, leavingaclear- 
ance in tne center, removing alli rugs ana clotns 
from tne floor su tnat Otning cut the vare floor 
can be seen, — Tnen, na«ing a huge Circle, avout * 
ta^ feet in diameter witticnalk, prererably Drayon's 
Elood àrand Chalk, ne writes tne noly woras: Tetra 
yramaton and writes his own name anu tne nams of 
tather and the name of nis motner in the Circie 
Placing tne incense also in tne circle ang ligntir. 
2 candies on botn sices of tns incense, (tne wi 
designated in the list, ne then lets them burn tor 
[2 minutes to snow tne light, then extinguishes the

lights from the candles ang lets tne incense burn 
and remowes to tne batnroom. Here he bathes, after 
having placed an amount of sanctuary oi! in the 
tuo. After having bathed nimselt and anoited him- 
seif pleasingly with oils, he rubs his forehead 
with powder which will later be given. Then ne 
dresses himself placing the Tsitsus close to nis 
Dody, and puts on his regular clothes ana places 
the invocator's gown over tnem. Tne talis, he puts 
on top of then and binds his heag and forenead with 
the Phylectar y. 


He then takes the stick and walks to tie room 
wnere ha has drawn tne circle and enters into tna 
circle. Once ne enters into tne circle with his 
DOOKS, wands, incense and ail things ne neeas, he 
aras tne outer circle about 3 incnes away from tna 
circlena nas alread) oraan and inithe then lignts 
tne candles, Sprays the perfume ana re-lignts the 
incense and opens to the first invocation as con- 
tained in tne book. Tneuperator must remmer not 


to leave tnis circie awing tne wole invocation 
unti! tne closing words have veen Said, for as long 
as na remains in tne circle, no ratter how fierce 
tne demons may oe ey cannot ureak tnrougn tne 
walls of tne circle. for they are bound and pro- 
tected by tne tiery pillars of vericno and he is 
protecteu ty tne Legion of 72 who torma protecting 
ring around tne circie whence no one can force 
their way throuch, in defense of the consequence 
of tne Hiyner Intelligence. 


Spirits are said to be attracted Dy certain 
calorea candles. In fact, it iS consioereg uy the 
yreat adeptsof the past, tne aim of tne color spec- 
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trum transients magnetic vibrations of tremendous 
force, consult tne list tor the proper color cam 
die that is synpatnetic to each spirit. In making 
ing invocation, tne gesires of the invocator must 
De written on parchment ano reau to tne demon, 
Spirit or goblin out luua. A huye stick must ce 
nau lO Subdue tne demon or goblin by constantly 
banging the stick on tne floor in aroer tu subdue 
them. Then when they are subdued, tne invocator 
should nave tne Spirit return on the following day 
Or some day wen tney are ready Lo gO Out to do tne 
biogings, and on a day at a certain place with a 
certain book, the invocator reaus the desires to 
tne demon, spirit ar goolin from virgin par chent, 
ana Dy invocating the niyn and mighty name of God: 
Tetrayr amaton, Adgenoi, etc. Communce then to carry 
out tnis witten, sealea anu signed orver. Thus, 
they cannot retuse tne request of the invocator 
ana fuSt carry out their Uiugings, whether tney oe 


good ur evil. Hut we warn the emoz o0 magician to 
UdWare Of Une Consequences of evil. Tne Lord's 
retcibulion is inevitapie. "Anat ye sga, SO shall

CHAPTER Ii 
THE MAGICAL ART OF NECROMANCT 


Necromancy, Or divination by means oT the 
spirits of the dead, from the Greek words, nekros, 
dead; and mantela, devination, It is through its 
Italian from nigromancta, tnat it came to pe known 
as tne "Black Art." With the Greeks it originally 
signitied tne descent into Hades in order to con- 
suit tne dead ratner than sumnonsing tne dead into 
tne morta! sphere again. Theart is of almost uni- 
versal usage. Considerable difference of opinion 
exists among modern adepts as to tne exact methods 
to be properly pursued in the necromantic art, and 
it must be borne in mind that necramancy, wnicn in 
tne Middle Ages was called sorcery, shades into 
modern spiritualistic practice. There is no doubt 
however, that necromancy is the toucn-stone Of oc- 
cultisn, for if, atter careful preparation tne adept 
can carry through toa successful issue, tneraising 
of the soul from tne other world, he nas proved the 
value of nis art. It would be fruitless in tnis 
place to enter into a psychological discussion as 
to wnetner this feat is possible of acconplisnment 
or not, and we will cont ine ourselves to the mute- 
rial which has been placed at our disposal by the 
sages of the past, wno have left full details as 
to how the process should be approached. 


In tne case of a compact existing between tne 
conjurgr and the devil, no ceremoney is necessary, 
as the familiar is ever at hand to do the benests 
of his masters. This, however, iS never the case 
with tne true sorcerer, wno preserves his independ 
ence and trusts to nis profound knowledge of tne 
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art and nis powers of command. His object, there- 
fore, is to "constrain" some spirit to appear before 
him, and to guard nimseif from tne danger of pro- 
voking suca beings. Tnemagician, it must be under- 
Stood, always has an assistant, and every article 
named is prepared according to rules well known in 
tne black art. In tne first place they are to fix 
upon a proper Spo. for sucn a purpose; wnich must 
be aitner in a Subterranean vault, nung round with 
black, and lignted by a magical torch; or alse in 
the centre of some thick wood or desert, or upon 
some extensive unfrequented plain, where Several 
roads meet, or amidst the ruins of ancient castles, 
abbeys, monasteries, otc., or amongst tne rocks on 
the sea shora, in some private detacned cnurcnyard, 
or any other solam, melancholy placa between tne 
nourS of twelve and one in the nignt, either wnen 
the moon shines very bright, or else when tne ele- 
ments are disturbed witn storms of tnunder, light- 
ning, wind, and rain: tor, in tnese places, time, 
and seasons, it iS contended that spirits can witn 
tess difficulty manifest tnemselves to mortal eyes, 
and continue visible with the least pain, in the 
di anental external world. 


When the proper time and place is fixed upon, 
a magic circle is to be formed, witnin which, the 
master and his associate are carefully to retire. 
Tha dimensions of tne circle are as follows: A 
f iece of groundis usual ly chosen, nine feet square, 
at tne full extent of wnicn parallel linesare dram 
one witnin the other, having Sundry crosses and 
trianyles described between them, Close to which 
is tormad tne first or outer circle, then about 
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nalf-a-foot within the same, a second circle is de- 
scr iped and within that anotner Square correspondent 
to tne first, the centreot wnicnis tne seator spot 
where tne master and associate are to be placea. 
"The vacancies formed by tne various lines And an- 
glesof tne figure are tiliedupwitn tna noly nàuss 
ot God, naving crosses and triangles described 
Letwéan them. The reason assigned by magicians and 
others for tne institution and use of circies, is, 
that SO much ground being uiessed and consecr ated 
by such holy words and ceremonies as the) make use 
of in forming it, natha secret torca lo expel! ali 
evil spirits trom tne bounds thereof, and, being 
sprinkled with pure sanctified «ater ina ground 1s 
purified trom ali uncleaness; tuSides, tne tuly 
names of God being witten Over every cart of it, 
its force becomes so powerful tnat no evil spirit 
natn abifity to break turougn it or to et at tne 
magician or his companion, uy reason of the anti- 
patny im nature thay bear ta these sacred names. 
And tne reason given tor tne triangles, is, tnat 
tna Spiratbe not easily prought to speak tne truth, 
Uney mày by tria exorcist conjured ta enter ine Same, 
where, b) virtud of the names of tne essence and 
divinity of God, tne) can speak rotning but wnat is 
trud and right. Tne circia, tneretore, according 
to tnis Account of it, is the principal fort and 
snisid of tne magician, from anicn ng ig not. at 
the perii of nis life, to dacart til! ng nas cone 

igtel ismi airi ar Ligula if iw 
be of Atteryor internal nature. Tradition records 
many instances of those wno perisned Ly tnis maans; 
particularly tne legencot "Cniancungi," the famous 
Egyptian fortune-telier, wo was SO famous in En- 
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land in tne !7tn century. a undertook for a 
wager, to raide up tne spirit "Bokim," and naving 
described the circle, ne seated nis sister Napula 
by nim aS Nis associate. After frequently repeat- 
ing tne turms of exorcism, and calling upon tne 
Spirit to appear, and nothing as yet answering his 
demand, they grew impatient of the business, and 
quitted the circla, but it cost tnem their lives; 
for trey were instantaneously seized and crusned 
to deatn by that infernal spirit, no nappened not 
to be Sufficienti y constrained till that moment, 
to manifest nimselt to numan eyes." 


Twre is à prescribed form of consecrating 
the magic circie, wnicti we nave illustrated later 
on. Tne prover attire or "pontificalibus" of a 
magician, is an Epnod made af tine wnite linen, 
over that a priestly robe of biack Bombazine, 
reaching to the ground, with tne two seals of tne 
eartn drawn correctly upon virgin parcnment, and 
affixed to a broad consecrated girdie, with the 
names, Ya, Ya,——Aie, Aaie,——El ibra, —— Ichim, — 
Sadai,——Pah Adonai,—two robore, ——Cinctus Sum. 
Upon his shoes mustbewritten Tetragramaton, with 
crosses round about; upon nis head a high-crowned 
cap of silk, and in his nand a Holy Bible, printed 
or written in pure Hebrew. Thus attired, and 
standing witnin tne charmed circle, the magician 
repeats the awful formof exorcism; and presently, 
the infernal spirits make strange and frightful 
noises, nowlings, trembLlings, fiasnes, and most 
dreadful shrieks and yells, as tne forerunner be— 
cames visible. Tneir first appearanca is generally 
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in the formof tierce and terrible lions or tigers, 
vomiting tortin tire, and roaring nideously about 
the Circle; all wnicn the time tne exorcist must 
not suffer any tremour of dismay; for, in that case, 
tney will gain tne ascendency and tie consequences 
may touch nis life. On tne contrary, ne must summon 
up a snare of resolution, and continue repeating 
al! the forms of constriction and confinement until 
they are drawn nearer to the influence of tine tri- 
angle, wnen their forms will cnange to appearances 
less ferocious and frigntful, and become more sub- 
missive and tractable. When tne forms of conjura- 
tion have in this manner been sufficiently repeat- 
ed, the spirits forsake their bastial snapes, and 
enter tne human form appearing like naked nen of 
gentle countenance and behaviour, yet 1S tne magi- 
cian to be warily on nis guard that they deceive 
nim not by such mild gestures, for tney are exceed 
ingly fraudulent and deceitful in their dealings 
with those who constrain than to appear witnout 
Compact, naving nothing in view but to suborn nis 
mind, or accomplisn his destruction. witn great 
care also must the spirit be discharyed after the 
ceremony is finished, and ne nas answered all tne 
demands made upon nim, Tne magician must wait pa- 
tiently till the spirit passed through ail tne 
terrible forms wnicn announce nis coming, and only 
when the last shriek nas died away, and every trace 
of fire and Grimstone has disappear ed, may ne leave 
the circie and depart hamwe in safety. 


If the ghost of a deceased person is to be 


raised, the grave must be resorted to at midnight, 
and a different form ot conjuration is necessary. 
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Still anotner, is tne infernal sacrament for "any 
corpse tnat natn nanged, drowned, or otherwise made 
away with itself;" and in this case the con juraL ions 
are performed over the body, whicn will at last 
arise, and standing upright, answer witn a faint 
and hollow voice tne questions tnat are put to it, 


Eliphas Levi, in nis Ritual of Transcenderital 
Magic says that “@vocalions Should always have a 
motive anda becoming end, otherwise they are works 
of darkness and TOily, dangerous tor health and 
reason." The permissible motive of an evocation 
may be eitner love or intelligence. Evocations of 
love require less apparatus and are in ever, respect 
easier. The procedure is as follows; "we must, 
in tne first piace, carefully collect tne memor ialis 
of nim for ner? enom we desire to benold, tne ar- 
ticles ne used, and on wnicnhis impression remains: 
we MUST also prepara an apartment in whicn tne per- 
Son lived or otherwise one ot a similiar kind, and 
place his portrait veiled in white therein, sur- 
rounded with nis Favourite flowers, which must be 
renewed daily. Afixed date must then be observed, 
either the birthday of the person, or the day hicr 
was Most fortunate for his and our own affection, 
one of which we may believe that nis soul, nowaver 
biessed elsewhere, cannot  io5e the remembrance: 
this must be tne day for tne evocation, and ee must 
pravide for it during tne space of fourteen days. 
Throughout this period we must refrain from extend- 
ing ta anyone tne same proofs of affection which 
we have tne right to expect from the dead; we must 
observe Strick chastity, live in retreat, and take 
only one modest and light collection daily. Ewery 
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evening at tne same nour we must shut ourselves in 
tne Chater CONSECT ated to tne memory of ine lament- 
ed persun, using only one smali lignt, suchas that 
of a tuneral lamp or taper. — This 1ignt snould be 
placed benind us, the portrait snould be uncover ed 
ani av Should remain betore it for an nour, in si- 
lence; finally we Should fumigate tne apartment 
with a little good incense, and go out uackmar ds. 
On tie ourning of cie day fixed for tne evocalion, 
we Snould adorn ourselves as if fora festival, not 
salute anyone first, make but a single repast ot 
tread, wine, and roots, or fruits; tne ciotn should 
ue white, two covers should be laid, and one por- 
tion of the bread broken should he set aside; a 
littig wine should aiso be placed in tne'glass of 
the person we design to invoke. The meai must be 
gaten alone in the cnatber of evocations, and in 
presence of the veiled portrait; it must be all 
Cleared away at tne end, except tne glass belonging 
to tne dead person, and nis portion of tread, which 
mustbe placed before tne portrait. In tne evening, 
at the nour for the reguiar visit, we must repair 
in Silance to tne chamber, light a clear fire of 
Oak Bark, and cast incense seven times tnereon, 
pronouncing tne name of tne person wnom we desire 
to banoid. The lam must tnen be extinguisned and 
tne fire permitted to die out. On tnis day the 
portrait must not be unveiled. When tne flame is 
extinct, put more incense on tne asnes, and invoke 
God according to tne formsof tne religion to wnicn 
tne dead person belonged, and according to tne 
ideas wnicn na nimel! possessed of God. W le 
waring this prayer we must identify ourselves with 
tne evoked person, Speak as he spoke, believe in a 
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sense as ne believed; tnen, afturasilence of fif- 
teen minutes, we must Speak to nim as if ne were 
present, witn affection and witn faith, praying nim 
to manifest to uS. Renew tnis prayer mentally, 
covering the face witn botn nands; then call nim 
thrica with a loud voice; tarry on our knees, tne 
eyes closed and covered for som minutes; tnen call 
again tnrice upon nim in a Sweet and arf ection- 
ate tone, and slowly open tne eyes. Should nothing 
result, the same experiment must Le renewed in tne 
following year, and if necessary a third time, when 
it is certain that the desired apparition will be 
obtained and tne longer it nas been delayed tne 
more realistic and striking it will be. 


"Evocations of knowledge and intelligence are 
made witn more solam ceremonies. (1f concerned 
with A celebrated personage, we must miditate for 
twenty-one days upon nis life and writings, torin 
an idea ot his appearance, converse with him men- 
tally, and imagine nis answers; carry Nis portrait, 
or at least nis name, about uS; follow à vegetable 
diet for twenty-one days, and a severe fast during 
the last Sevan. 4e mu$t next construct tne magical 
oratory. This oratory must be invariably darkened; 
but we operate in the daytime, we may leave a nar- 
Cow aperture on the side wnere the sun will shine 
at tne nour of the evocation and place a triangular 
prism before the opening, and a crystal glove, 
filled with water, before tne prism. 1f the opera 
tion be arranged tor the nignt tne magic lamp must 
ba so placed that its single ray Shall upon tne 
altar Smoke. Tne purpose of tne preparations is 
to furnish tne magic agent witn elements of cor- 
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poreal appearance, and to ease as Much as possible 
the tension of imagination, which could not be ex- 
alted without danger into tne absolute illusion of 
drean. For the rest, it will be easily understood 
that a beam of sunlight, or the ray of a lam, col- 
oured variously, and falling upon curling and ir- 
regular smoke, can in no way create apertect image. 
Tne cnafing-disn containing the sacred fire snould 
be in tne center of the oratory, and tne altar or 
perfumes close by. Tne operator iust turn towards 
the east to pray, and tne west to invoke; he must 
Le either alone or assisted by ane or two persons 
perserving tne strictest silence; he must wear tne 
magical vestments, which we have described. He 
should bathe before tha operation, and all his under 
garments must be of the most intact and scrupulous 


Cleanliness. The ceremony should begin with a 
prayer Suited to tne genius of the Spirit about to 
be invoked and one whicn would be approved by nine 
Self if he still lived. For example, it would be 
impossible to evoke Voltaire Dy reciting prayers 
in the style of St. Bridget. For tne great men ot 
antiquity, we may see the nymns of Cleantues oc 
Orpneus, witn tne ad juration terminating tne Golden 
Verses of Fytnagoras. In our own evocation ot 
Apollonious, we used the magical philosophy of 
Patricius for tne ritual, containing tne doctr ines 
of Zoroaster and the writing of Hermes Tor ismegistus. 
ve recited the Nuctemeron of Sollonious in Greek 
with a loud voice and add the following conjura- 
tioni— 


"oucnsafe to pe present, 2 Father of ali, and 
tnou Tnrice Mighty Hermes, Conductor of tne Dead. 
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Asclepius, sonot Hephaistus, Patron of tne Healing 
A t; and thou Osiris, Lord af strengtn and vigour, 
Uo thou thyself be present too. A nebascenis, Pa 
tron of Philosophy, afd yet again Asclepius, son 
Of lmutne, wio presidest over poetry. 


"Apolionius, 4ollonius, Apailonius, Thou 
teachast tne Magic of Zoroaster, son ot Oromasdes; 
and tnis iS the worship of tne Gods." For the e- 
vocation of spirits belonging to religions issued 
tron Judaisn, tne following kabalistic invocation 
af Wiliam snould be used, eitner in Hebrew, or in 
any otnef tongue with wnicn tne spirit in question 
iS known ta have been familiar:——'"owers of the 
Kingdom, be ye under my lett foot and in my right 
nand! Glory and Eternity, take me by tne snoulders, 
and direct me in tne paths of victory! Mercy and 
Justice, bea ye tne equilibrium and splendour ot my 
life! Intelligence and Wisdom, crown ma!  Soirits 
of Maicnutn, lead me betwixt tne two pillars upon 
which rests the whole edificeof tne temple! Angels 
of Netsan and Hod, strengtnen me won tne cubic 
stone of Jesod!  O Geduiaei! 0 Geburaal! OTi- 
pheretn! Binasi, be thoumy love! Ruach Hocnmeal, 
be thou my lignt| Be tnat which tnou art and thou 
shalt oe, O Ketner iei! Tscnim, assist im in tne 
name of saddail Cherubim, be my strength in tne 
name ot Adonai! Beni-Elonim, tbe my bretnen in the 
name of tne Son, and oy tne power of Aebaoth! Fl- 
onim, do battle for mein the name of Tetr agr amaton! 
Malacnim, protect me in the name of Jod He Vau Hel 
Serapnim, cleanse my love in tne name of Elvon! 
Hasmalim, enlighten m witn tha Splendours of Eloi 
and Scnecninan Araiim, act! Opnanim, revolve and 
shine: Hajoth a Xadosn, cry, Speak, roar, bellow! 
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Kadosn, Kadosn, Kadosn, Saddai, Adonai, Jotcnavan, 
Eieazereie: Hallelu-jan, Halielu- jah, Halleiu- Jah, 
Amer.. 


It should be renerbered above all, in conju- 
rations, tnat tne nanes of Satan, Bellezebub, A- 
dramelek, and otners do not designate spiritual 
unities, but legions of impure spirits. "Our name 
is legion, for we ard many," says the Spirit of 
darkness in the Gospel. ‘umber constitutes tne 
lan, and progress takes place inversely in neli—— 
that is to Say, tne nost advanced in Satanic devel- 
opment, and consequentiy tne most degraded, are tne 
least intelligent and feeblest. "nus, a fatal law 
drives tne demons downward when tney wisn and bè- 
lieve themselves to be ascending. Also those wno 
terna themselves chiefs are the most impotent and 
despised of ail. As to tna horde of perverse 
spirits, they tremble before an unknown, invisible, 
incomrenensible, capricious, implacable cnief, who 
never explains nis law, wnose armiSever stretcned 
out to Strike tnose wno fail to understand nim, 
Tney give tnis pnanton tne names of Raal, Jupiter, 
and even others more venerable, wnicn cannot, with 
Out profanation, be pronounced in nell. But tnis 
Pnantom is only a shadow and remnant of God, dis- 
tigured by their wilful perversity, and cersisting 
in tneir imagination like a vengeance of justice, 
and a remorse of trutn. 


"Wien the evoked spirit of lignt manifests 
with dejected or irritated countenance, we must 
offer nim a moral sacrifice, thal iS, Le inwardly 
disposed to renounce whatever ottends nim; and be- 
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fore leaving the oratory, we must dismiss 
nim, saying: “May peace ce with theel | 
nave not wisned to trouble tnee: do thou 


torment ine not. | Shall labour to improve 
myself as to anything that vexes thee, | 
pray, and will still pray, with thee for 


tnee. Pray thou also both with and for me, 
and return to tny great slumber, expecting 
that day when we Snail wake together. Si- 
lence and adieu!” 


Cnaristian in nis Historie de le Magie 
(Paris, !BP7I1 says:--"Tne place chosen for 
the evocation is not an unimportant point. 
Tne most auspicious is undoubtedly tnat 
room whicn contains tne vast traces of the 
lamented person. If it be impossible to 
fulfill tnis condition, we must go in search 
o! some isolated rural retreat which cor- 
responds ingrientation and aspect, as well 
as Measurement witn tne mortuary chamber. 


"Tne window must oe blocked wi tn boards 
of Olive wood, hermetically joined, so that 
19 exterior lignt may penetrate. Tne ceil- 
‘3, tne four interior walls and tne floor 
ust be draped with tapestry of emerald 
gr een siik, which tne operator must himself 
**CUre with coLper nails, invoking no as- 
35!*3tance from strange hands, because, from 
'N'S moment, ne alone may enter into this 
*POt set apart from all, the arcane Orator; 
of tne "agus. The furniture which belonged 
tO the deceased, nis favourite possesslons 
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and trinkets, the tnings on wnich nis final 
glance may Oe Supposed to have rested--ai! 
tnese must be assiduously collected ang ar- 
ranged in order which they occupied at the 
time of his deatn. If none of these sou- 
venirs can be obtained, afaithful likeness 
ot tne departed being must at least be pro- 
cured, it must be full length, and must be 
depicted in the dress and colours which ne 
wore during the last period of nis life. 
This portrait must be Setup on the eastern 
wall by means of copper fasteners, must ba 
covered with a veil oT white silk, and must 
be surmounted with acrown of those flowers 
whicn were most loved by the deceased. 


"Before tnis portrait tnere must be 
erected an altar of white marble, support- 
ed by four columns wnich must terminate in 
bull’s beat. A five-pointed star must be 
embiazoned on the slab of tne altar, and 
must be composed of pure copper pilates; 
the place in tne cantra cof the star, between 
the plates, must be large enough to receive 
the pedestal af à cCup-Shaped copper chaft- 
ing-disn, containing dessicated fragments 
of laure! wood and alder. By tne side of 
the cnaf ing-ġish musl ^e placed a censer 
full ot incense, Tne skin of a white and 
spotless ram must be stretched beneath the 
altar, and on it must be emblazoned another 
pentagram drawn with parallel linesof azure 
blue, golden yellow, emerald grean, ang 
purple red. 
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"A copper tripod must be erected in 
tne middle of tne Oratory; it must be per- 
fectly triangular in form, it must be sur- 
mounted Dy another and similar chafing-disn 
which must likewise contain a quantity of 
dried Olive wood, 


"A nigh candelabrum of copper must be 


placed by tne wali on the soutnern side, 
and must contain a Single taper of purest 
white wax, which must alone illuminate the 


mystery of the evocation. 


"The white colour of tne altar, of the 
ram's skin, andof the veil, is consecrated 
to Gabriel, the planetary archangel of the 
moon, and the Genius of mysteries; the grean 
of tne copper and the tapestries is dedi- 
cated to tne Genius of Venus. 


"Tne altar and tripod must both be èn- 
compassed by a magnetized iron chain, and 
oy three garland composed of the foliage 
and olossoms of the myrtie, the olive and 
the rose. 


"Finally, tacing the portrait, and on 
tne eastern side, there must be a canopy, 
also draped with silk, and Supported by two 
triangular columns of olive wood, plated 
with purest copper. On tne North and South 
Sides, between eacn of tnese columns and 
tne wall, tne tapestry must fall in long 
folds to tne ground, formingakind of tab- 
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ernacie; wnicn must be open on the eastern 
Side. At tne foot of eacn column there 
must be a sphinx and a dish with a cavity 
at tne top of tne head to receive spices 
for burning. |t is beneatn tnis canopy 
tnat tne apparitions will manifest, and it 
should be remembered tnat Magus must turn 
to tne east for prayer and to tne west for 
evocation, 


"Before entering tnis little sanctuary 
devoted to tne religion of remembrance, the 
operator must be clothed in nis vestment. 
On nis breast must be tne talisman of vanus 
depending from a ribbon of azure silk. 


"Tne Oratory and all its objects must 
be consecrated onaFriday, during the nour s 
whicn are set apart to tne Genius of Venus. 
This consecration is performed by burning 
violets and roses in a fire of olive wood. 
A shaft must be provided in tne Oratory for 
the Passage of the smoke, but care must be 
taken to prevent tne admission of light 
through this channel. 


“when these preparations are finished, 
the operator must impose on himself a re- 
treat of one and twenty days, beginning on 
tne anniversary of the deatn of the beloved 
peing. During tnis period ng must refrain 
from conferring on any one tne least of 
those marks of affection whicn he was ac- 
customed to bestow on tne departed; ne must 
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be absolutely chaste, alike in deed and 
thought; ne must take daily but one repast, 
consisting of bread, wine, roots and fruits. 
Tnese tnree conditions are indispensable 
to Success in evocation and their accom 
plishment requires complete isolation. 


"Every day, snortiy before mid-nignt, 
the Magus must assume his consecrated dress. 
Ón tne stroke of the mystic hour, he must 
enter the Oratory, bearinga lignted candle 
in nis rignt hand, and in tne other an 
nour-glass. Tne candle must be fixed in 
the candelabra, and the hour-glass on the 
altar to register tne flignt of time, The 
operator must then proceed to repienish 
the garland, and tne floral crown. Then 
ne shalt unveil tne portrait, and erect it 
immovable in front of the altar, being thus 
with nis face to the East, he snall softly 
go over inhis mind tne cherished recollec- 
tions he possesses of the beloved and de- 
parted being. 


"When the upper reservoir of tne hour- 
glass is empty the time of contemplation 
will be over. By the flame of the taper 
the operator must then kindle tne laurel 
wood and alder in the chafing-dish which 
stands on the altar; then, taking a pinch 
of incense from the censer, set nim cast 
it thrice upon tne fire, repeating the fol- 
lowing words:--"Glory be to tne Fatner of 
life universal in the splendour of tne in- 
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finite altitude, and peace in the twilight 
ot tne immeasurable deptns to all Spirits 
of good will.” 


"Tnen he snail cover tne portrait, and 
taking up his candle in his hand, Snall 
depart from the Oratory, walking backward 
at a slow pace as far as tne thresnoid. 
The same ceremony must te fulfilied at the 
same nour during every day of tne retreat, 
and at eacn visit tne crown which is above 
the portrait, and tne garlandsof tne altar 
and tripod must be carefully renewed. Tne 
withered leaves and flowers must be burnt 
eacn evening in a room adjoining the Ora- 
tory. 


"When tne twenty-first day has arrived, 
the Magus must do his best to have no com 
munication with any one, but if this be 
Impossible, he must not be tne first to 
Speak, and ne must postpone all business 
till the morrow. On the stroke of noon he 
must arrange a small circular table in tne 
Oratory, and cover it with a new napkin of 
unblemished whiteness. It must be garnished 
witn two copper chal ices, and entire loaf, 
and a crystal flagon of the purest wine. 
Tne bread must be broken and not cut, and 
tne wine emptied in equal portions into the 
two cups. Half of this mystic communion, 
which must be nis Sole nourishment on tnis 
Supreme day, shall be offered by the opera- 
tor to the dead, and by the light of tne 
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One taper he must eat hiw own share, stand- 
ing before the veiled portrait. Then ne 
snail retire as before, walking backward 
as far as the threshold, and leaving the 


gnost's share of the bread and wine upon 
the table. 


"When the solemn hour of the evening 
hasat lengtn arrived tne Magus small carry 
into the Oratory some weli-dr ied cypress 
wood, which he shall set alighton tne altar 
and the tripod. Three pinches of incense 
snail be cast on the altar flame in honour 
of the Supreme Potency whicn manifests it- 
self by Ever Active Intelligence and by 
Absolute Wisdom. When the wood of the two 
chafing-dishes has been reduced to embers, 
ne must renew the triple offering of incense 
onthe altar, and must cast some seven times 
on the fire in tne tripod; at eacn evapora- 
tion of the consecrated perfume ne must re- 
peat the previous doxology, and tnen turning 
to the East, ne must call upon God by the 
prayer of that religion which was professed 
by the person whom he desires to evoke, 


"When the prayers are over ne must 
reverse his position and with his face to 
the West, must enkindle the cnafing-dishes 
on the head of each disn, and when the red 
Oak is fully ablaze he must neap over it 
weli-dried violets and roses, Tnen let nim 
extinquish the candle which illuminates tne 
Oratory, and failing on his knees before 
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the canopy, between the two columns, let 
nim mentally address tne beloved person 
with a pienitude of faitn and affection. 
Let him solemnly entreat it to appear and 
renew this interior adjuration seven times 
under the auspices of the seven providential 
Genii, endeavouring during tne wholeot tne 
time to exalt nis soul above tne natural 
weakness of humanity. 


"Finally, tne operator, witn closed 
eyes, and with hands covering nis face, 
must call the invoked person in a loud but 
gentle voice, pronouncing three times all 
tne names which he bore, 


Some moments after the third appeal, 
ne muSt extend nis arms in tne form of a 
cross, and lifting up his eyes, ne will 
benold the beloved being in a recognizable 
manner, in front of him, Tnat is to say, 
he will perceive that ethereal substance 
separated from the perishable terrestrial- 
body, the fluidic envelope of tne soul, 
wnich Kabalistic initiates have termed the 
Perispirit. This substance preserves tne 
human fori but is emancipated from human 
infirmities, and is energised by tne special 
characteristics whereby tne imperisnabie 
individuality of our essence is manifested, 
Evoked and Evoker can then inter-communicate 
intelligibly by a mutual and mysterious 
thought-transmi ssion, "The departed soul 
will give counsel to the operator; it will 
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aecasionally reveal secrets which may oe 
beneficial to those whan it loved on earth, 
In certain cases, it will however, declare 
itself either nappy or in punishment, If it 
be the latter, it wiil ask for the prayer 
of the Magus, or for some religious obser- 
vance, whicn we must unfailingly fulfill. 
Lastiy, it will |Indicate the time when tne 
evocation may be renewed, 


"Wnen it has disappeared, the operator 
must turn to the East, rekindle tna fire 
on the altar, and make a final offering of 
incense. Thenhe must detach the crown and 
the garlands, take up his candle, and re- 
tire with hi5 face to tne West till he is 
out of the Oratory. His last duty is to 
burn tne final remains of the flowers and 
leaves. Their ashes, united to those which 
have been collected during tne time of re- 
treat, muSt be mixed with myrtle seed and 
secretiy buried inafield at a depth which 


wili secure it from disturbance of the 
ploughshare." 


The last two examples ara, of course, 
those of "white" nacromancy. The procedure 
followed by Savage tribes of course is tū- 
tally different, Among certain Australian 
tribes the necromants are called Birraark, 
li is said tnat a Birraark was Supposed to 
be initiated by the "mrarts" (ghosts!) when 
they met him wandering in tne bush. It was 
from the ghosts that he obtained replies to 
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questions concerning events passing at a 
distance, oF yet to happen, which mignt be 


of interest or moment to his tribe. An 
account of a spiritual seance in tne bush 
is given in "Kamilaroi and Kurnai": “The 


fires were let down; the Birraark uttered 
the cry "Coo-ee" at intervals. At length, 
a distant reply was heard, and snortliy 
afterwards the sound as of persons jumping 
on the ground in succession. A voice was 
tnen heard in the gloom asking in a strange 
intonation "What is wanted?" At the ter- 
mination of the seance, the spirit voice 
said, "Weare going.” Finally, theBirraark 
was found in the tap of an almost inaccess- 
jole tree, apparentiy asleep." 


"in Japan, ghosts can be raised in 
various ways. One mode is to "put into an 
andon" {a paper lantern in a framel, "a 
hundred rushlights, and repeat an incanta- 
tion of a hundred lines. One of these 
rusnlights is taken out at tne end of each 
line, and the would-be ghost-seer then goes 
out in the dark with one light still burn- 
ing, and blows it out, when the ghost ought 
to appear. Girlswho nave lost tneir lovers 
by death often try that sorcery." 


The mode of procedure as practised in 
Scotland was thus. The haunted room was 
made ready. He, "wno was to do the daring 
deed, about nightfall entered the room, 
bearing with hima table, a chair, acandle, 
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a Compass, a crucifix if one could be got, 
and a Bibie. With the compass he cast a 
circle on the middie of the floor, large 
enough to hold the chair and the table, 
He placed within the circle the chair and 
the table, and on the table he laid tne 
Bible and thé crucifix beside the lighted 
candle. If he had not a crucifix, then he 
drew the figure of a cross on the floor 
within tne Circle, When al! tnis was done, 
he rested himself on the chair, opened the 
Bible, and waited for the coming of tne 
spirit. Exact!y at midnight tne spirit 
came. Sometimes the door opened Slowiy, 
and there glided in noiselessly a iady 
Sheeted in white with a face of woe and 
told her story tothe man on his asking her 
in the name of God what sne wanted. What 
she wanted was done in the morning, and the 


spirit rested ever after. Sometimes the 
spirit rose from tne floor and sometimes 
came forth from the wall. One there was 


who burst into the room with a strong bound, 
danced wildly round the circle and flour- 
isheda long whip round the man's head, but 
never dared to step within the circle. 
During à pause in his frantic dance he was 
asked, in God's name, what ne wanted. He 
ceased his dance and told nis wishes, His 
wishes were carried out, and the spirit 
was in peace." 


in Wraxalist "Memoirs of the Courts of 
Berlin, Dresden, Warsaw, and Vienna" there 
iS an amusing account of the raising ot the 
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ghost of Cnevalier de Saxe, Reports had been 
Circulated that at his palace at Dresden 
there was secreted a large sum of money, 
and it was urged that if his spirit could 
be compelled to appear, interesting secrets 
night be extorted from nim. Curiosity, 
combined witn avarice, accordingly prompted 
nis principal heir, Prince Charles, to try 
the experiment, and, on the appointed nignt 
3Cchrepfer was the operator in raising tne 
apparition. He commenced his proceedings 
by retiring into the corner of the gallery 
where, kneeling down with many mysterious 
ceremonies, he invoked the spirit to appear. 
At lengtn a loud clatter was heard at ail 
windows on the outside, resembling more the 
affect produced by a number of wet fingers 
drawn over the edge of glasses than anything 
else to which it could be compared. 


This sound announced tne arrival of 
the good spirits, and was shortly followed 
by à yell of afrightful and unusual nature, 
which indicated tne presence of malignant 
spirits. scnrepfar continued his invoca- 
tions, when "the door suddenly opened with 
violence, and sometning that resembled a 
biack ball or globs rolted into the room. 
|t was enveloped in smoke or cloud, in the 
midst of which appeared a numan face, like 
the countenance of tne Chevalier de Saxe, 
from whicn issued a loud and angry voice, 
exclaiming in German, "Cari, was wollte 
due mit mi cn?"—-Charles, what would thou do 
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with me?" By reiterated exorcisms Schrepfer 
finally dismissed the apparition, and the 
terrified spectators dispersed fully can- 
vinced of his magical powers. 
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CHAPTER Ili 
ON INVOCATIONS 


Spirits can communicate spontaneously, 
Or come at our call; that is, on invocation. 
Some persons think we should abstain from 
invoking sucn or such a spirit, and tnat 
it is preferable to wait for the one who 
wishes to communicate. This opinion is 
founded on tne fact tnat, in calling a de- 
Signated spirit, we are not certain that 
it is he who presents himself, while he who 
comes Spontaneously, andof nis own impulse, 
better proves his identity, as he thus an- 
nounces his desire to converse with uS. In 
Our opinion tnis is an error; firstly, be- 
Cause there are always Spirits around us, 
most of them of a low class, who ask no 
better than to communicate; in tne second 
place, and for this last reason alone in 
not calling any one in particular, the door 
is open to all who wish to enter, in an 
assembly, not to give the word to any ona 
in particular; the door is open to alii who 
wish to enter; and tha result of this is 
well known. The direct appeal made to a 
designated spirit, is a bond between him 
and us; we call himby our desire, and thus 
erect a kind of barrier against intruders. 
Without a direct appeal, a spirit would 
often have no motive for coming to us, un- 
iess it might be our familiar spirit, These 
two methods fave each their advantages, and 
tne difficulty wouldbeonly in the absolute 
exclusion of one of tne two. There is no 
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trouble inregard to spontaneous communñ ica- 
tions where one is master of the spirits, 
and is certain not to let the bad gain any 
dominion; tnen it is often useful to wait 
tne good pleasure of those who desire to 
communicate, because their tnought i5 under 
no restraint; and in tnisway vary admirable 
things may be obtained, wnile you cannot 
be sure tnat the spirit you call will be 
disposed to speak, or capable of doing so, 
in the sense that is desired. The scrupu- 
lous examination we have advised is guaran- 
tee against evil communications. In regu- 
lar reunions, especially in those engaged 
on a continuous work, there are always the 
accustomed spirits, who are at the rendez- 
vous without being called, because, by 
reason of the regularity of the seances, 
(nay are pre-engaged; they often bagin 
Spontaneously to treat a certain subject, 
develop a proposition, or prescribe what 
should be done; and then they are easily 
recognized, wnetner by tne form ot tneir 
language, or their writing, or by certain 
habits familiar to them. 


Wnen it is wished to communicate witn 
a designated spirit, ne must of necessity 
be invoked. If ne can come, this answer 
is usually obtained: Yes; or, | am here; 
or, What do you want of me? Sometimes he 
enters directly into the matter, answer ing 
by anticipation the questions we proposed 
to address to him. 
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when à spirit is invoked for the first 
time, it iS best todesignate him with some 
precision. In tne questions addressed to 
him, we Should avoid dry, imperative forms; 
they mignt be a reason for his withdrawal. 
The forms shouldbe affectionate or respect- 
ful according to the Spirit, and in all 
cases testify the kindness of the invocator. 


We are often surprisedat tne prompti- 
tude witn which an invoked spirit presents 
himself, even tne first time; it mignt be 
said ne nas veen forwarned; that is, indeed, 
what has been done wnen we are thinking of 
making an invocation. Tnis thinking is a 
«ind of anticipated invocation, and as we 
always have our familiar spirits, who are 
identified with our thoughts, they prepare 
the way, SO that notning opposes it; tne 
spirit whomwewisn to call is already prè- 
Sent. Wnen this is not tne case, tne fa- 
miliar Spirit of tne medium, or of tne in- 
terrogator, or one of tne nabitues, goes 
to find him, whicn does not require much 
Liine. If the invoked spirit cannot come 
instantly, the messenger (the heathens 
would nave said Mercury! asks for a delay, 
sometimes of five minutes, a quarter of an 
nour, and even several days, and when ne 
arrives, he says, he is there; and then we 
can begin the questions we want to ask nim. 
Tne messenger is not always a necessary 
intermediary, for tne appeal of tne invoca- 
tur may be heard direct!y by the spirit. 
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4hnen we Say, make the invocation in 
the name of God, we mean that our recommend- 
ation should be taken seriously, and not 
ligntiy; those wno see in it onlya formula, 
and of little consequence, would better 
abstainfromit,  Invocations often present 
more difficulties to mediums than spontane- 
ous dictation, especially when exact answers 
are wanted to circumstantial questions. 
For tnat end special mediums are required 
at once flexible and positive; and we nave 
seen that these last are quite rare, for, 
as we have said, the fluidic relations 
'rapports) are not always instantaneously 
estabiished with the first spirit comer. 
It is, therefore, best that mediums Should 
not attempt special invocations, until 
assured of tne development of tneir faculty, 
and of tne nature of tne spirits who assist 
them; Tor witn those who are badly Surround- 
ed, the invocations could have no char acter 
of authority. 


Mediums are generally much more sought 
for invocations of private interest then 
for communications of general interest; 
this is explained by the very natural de- 
Sire we nave to conver se with tnose who are 
dear to us. We consider that we aught to 
make Several important recommendations on 
tnis.subject to mediums. First, to accede 
to tnis desire only with the utmost reserve 
with persons in whose sincerit, they cannot 
compietely trust, and to be on their guard 
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against tne snares that malicious persons 
might set for them. Secondly, not to lend 
themseives to it under any pretext, if they 
discover motives of curiosity or interest, 
and not a serious intention on tne part of 
the invocator; to refuse themseives to ail 
idle questions, or those aside from the 
circle of questions that may rationally be 
addressed to spirits. Tne Suggestions 
snould be addressed to spirits. Tne sug- 
gestions shouldbe put with clearness, pèr- 
spicuity, and without evasion, if categori- 
cal answers are desired, 


All those that havean insidious char- 
acter snould te declined, for it is well 
Kkhown tnat spirits da not iike those in- 
tended to put them to the prouf; to insist 
on questions of tnis nature is to wisn to 
be deceived, The invocator should go frank- 
ly and openly to tne desired end, witnout 
Subterfuge or windings, if ne fears to ex- 
plain himself, ne would better abstain. 
If invocations are made in the absence of 
tne one has requested them, it snould be 
done with the greatest prudence; it is 
even often times preferable to abstain en- 
tirely, tnose persons alone being fit to 
criticise the answers, to judgeof tne iden- 
tity, to cnallange explanations if there 
iS Cause, and to put incidental questions 
brought up by circumstances. Besides, 
their presence isa bond which attracts tne 
spirit, often little disposed to comnunicate 
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with strangers for wnom ne nas no sympathy. 
Inaword, the medium should avoid ali that 
could transformhim into a consulting agent, 
wnich, in tne eyes of many persons iS Syn- 
onymous with a fortune~teller. 


Spirits who may be invoked, 


Ail spirits, to whatever degree of 
the scale they belong, may be invokag--tha 
good, as well as the bad; those who have 
left tnis life but lately, and those who 
have lived in the most remote times; il- 
lustrious men and the most obscure of our 
relatives, our friends, and those who are 
indifferent to us; but it is not said that 
tney will of can always come at our call: 
independently of their will, or if the per- 
mission may te refused them by a superior 
power, tney might be prevented by motives 
which itisnot always given to penetrate. 


We would say, there is no absolute 
nindrance to communications except what we 
shall presantiy give; the obstacles that 
might hinder the manifestation of a spirit 
are almost always individual, and pertain 
to circumstances. 


Among the causes that mignt oppose the 
manifestation of aspirit, someare per sonal 
to him, Some foreign. We must place among 
tne former his occupations, or the missions 
in which ne is engaged, and from which he 
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cannot turn aside to yield tO Our wiSnes; 
in such case, AIS visit is 23nly postponed, 


There is, again, his own Situation. 


"nile tne state of incarnation ina, not be 
an abDsolute obstacle, it may Ge a hindrance 
at certain given moments, — &5pecially wnen 


it takes place in interior worlds, and when 
tne spirit nimseif is but little demater i~ 


alized. Ih the Superior wgrids, in those 
where the Lies of spirit and matter are 
very feeble, tne manifestation 15 almost 


as easy a5 in the wandering State, and in 
all cases easier than jn thasg where the 
corporeal matter is more compact. 


The foreign causes pertain principally 
ta tne nature of the medium, to tnat of the 
invGker, to tne spnere in which tne invo- 
cation 15 made, and, lastly, tothe end 
proposed. Some mediums receive more eSpec- 
ially communications from tneir familiar- 
Spirits, who may be more or less elevated: 
Others are capable of serving as intermedi- 
aries ta all spirits; that depends on the 
Sympathy ur antipathy, tne attraction or 
repulsion, which the personal spirit at 
the medium exercisas over the foreign spirit 
who may take him for interpreter with plea- 
Sureor with repugnance,  Tnat, again, Set- 
ting aside the innate qualities of the 
mediums depends on tne development of tne 
medianimic faculty. Spirits come mare 
willingly, are more explicit with a medium 
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who offers them no material obstacle, All 
things, besides, being equal as to moral 
conditions, tne greater facility a medium 
nas in writing or expressing himself the 
more nis relations with the spirit world 
May be generalized. 


Tne facility with which the nabit of 
communicating with Such or such a Spirit 
gives, must also be -taken into considera- 
tion; with time the foreign spirit identi- 
fies himself with the spiritof the medium, 
and witn him who calls him. The question 
of sympathy with render Communications are 
more prompt, this iS why a first conversa- 
tign 1S not always as satisfying as might 
be desired, and it also is why, the spirits 
themselves often ask to be recalled. The 
spirit wha is in tne habit of coming in as 
if at mome; ne is fanilierized with his 
auditors, and with his interpreters; nme 
Speaks and acts more freely. 


To recapitulate: From wnat we have 
Just said, it results that tne power of in- 
voking any Spirit wnatever does not imply 
that tne spirit is at our orders; ne can 
come al one moment, and not at another, 
which such medium or such  invacator as 
pieases nim, and not with such other: say 
what he pleases, without being constrained 
to say what he does not wish to say; go 
when it is agreeable ta him; finally, from 
Causes dependent or not upon his will, 
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after  naving shown himself assiduously 
during some time, he may suddenly cease to 
come. It is from all tnese motives that 
when we desire to call a new spirit, it is 
necessary to ask for our guide protector, 
if tne invocation is possible; in cases 
wnere it may not be, ne quite generally 
gives the motives, and then it is useless 
to insist. 


An important question presents itself 
nereé--that of knowing whether or not there 
wouldbe disagreeable consequences from in- 
voking a bad spirit. That depends on the 
end proposed, and the ascendency that can 
be had over them, There is no difficulty 
when we cail then with a serious and in- 
structive aim or with a view of improving 
them; or commanding them, itisvery great, 
on tne contrary, if itis from pure curios- 
ity or pleasantry or if one puts nimself 
over their power by demanding of them any 
service whatever. 


Tne good spirits, in such case, can 
very well give them the power tò do wnat 
is asked of tnem, safe to punisn severely 
afterward the rash man who dared to invoxra 
their nelp and believe tnem more powerful 
than God.  iltis vain tnat he may have pro- 
mised himself to make a good use of it in 
the end, and to dismiss the servitor once 
tha service is rendered; tne very Service 
solicited, however minute it may be, is a 
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veritable pact concluded with thebad spir- 
it, and he never lets nimself be used ea- 
Sily. 


Ascendency tS exerctsed over the 
infertor spirits only by 
moral superiority, 


The perverse spirits feel their masters 
in good men; with those who oppose to them 
oniy strength of will, a kind of brute 
force they struggle, and are often strong- 
er. A person tried in this way to tame a 
rebellious Spirit by his will; tne spirit 
answered him, “Letme alone, with your bull- 
ing airs, you who are not better than |} 
they might Say, a thief preaching to a 
thief," 


One is not astonished that tne nane 
of God invoked against them should often 
be powerful. St. Louis has given tne rea- 
son in the foliowing manner:+—Tne name of 
God has influence over imperfect spirit 
oniy in the mouth of nim wno can use it 
with authority by his virtues, in the mouth 
of a man who has no moral superiority over 
ine spirit, it is a word ine same as an- 
Other, it is tne same with the holy tnings 
Opposed to the most terrible arms are in- 
offensive in hands unskilled in tneir use, 
Of incapable of bearing them." 
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Language to hold with Spirits 


The degree af superiority or interi- 
ority of the spirits naturaily indicates 
the tone it is proper to take with tnem. 
It is evident that the more elevated tney 
are, the more right tney nave to our ra- 
spect, taour regard, and to our Submission. 
Wwe Should show them as much deference as 
we Should have done during their lives, 
but from different motives; on the earth. 
we should have considered their rank and 
their social position; in the worid of 
spirits our respect is addressed only to 
moral superiority. Their very elevation 
raises them above the puerilies of our ad- 
ulatory Torms. It is not by words that 
we can Secure their kind feeling, but by 
the sincerity of our sentiments. It would 
be ridiculous, then, to give them the ti- 
tles whicn our usages consecrate to the 
distinction of ranks, and which, during 
their lives, might nave flattered their 
vanity; if Mey are really Superior, they 
not only will not care for them, but to dg 
so will displease tnem. A good thought 
is more agreeable to them than the most 
flattering epitnets; if it were otherwise, 
they would not be above humanity. The 
spirit of a venerable ecclesiastic, wno in 
this world, was a prince of the church, a 
good man, practicing the law of Jesus, 
answered once tc a person wno invoked him 
under the title of "m, lord," “You shoud 
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at least say, ex-my Lord, for here is no 
other Lord but God; know that | see who on 
earth knelt before me, and those before 
whom | myself bowed." 


As to the inferior spirits, tneir char- 
acter shows us the language proper to use 
with them. Among tne number there are some 
who, though inoffensive, andeven kind, are 
trifling, ignorant, stupid: to treat them 
the Same as serious Spirits, aS some per- 
sons do is about the same as to bow before 
a scholar or an ass muffled ina professor's 
cap. A tone of familiarity would not be 
out of piace with them, and tney do not 
take offense at iL; on tne contrary, they 
willingly receive it. 


Among the inferior spirits there are 
some who are unhappy. Whatever may be the 
fault& they are expiating, their sufferings 
entitle them to our consideration, so much 
the more às no one can fiatter  nimself 
that ne does not deserve these words of the 
Cnrist: “Let him who is without sin among 
you Cast the first stone." The kindness 
we show tnem is a comfort to tham: in de- 
fault of sympatny, they should find the in- 
dulgence we should wish themta show to us. 


The spirits who reveal their inferi- 
ority by the cynicism of their language, 
their lies, the baseness of their senti-

ment, the perfidy Of their counsels, are 
assuredly less worthy of our interest tnan 
tnose whose words Show their repentance; 
we owe tnem, at least, tne pity we accord 
the greatest criminals, and the way to re- 
duca tnem to silence is to show ourselves 
superior to them: tney indulge in their 
perversity only among persons with whom 
they think there is nothing to fear; for 
the perverse spirits fael tneir masters in 
good men as in Superior spirits. 


To recapitulate: as much aS it would 
be Irreverential to treat the Superior 
Spirits as equals, just so mucn would it 
be ridiculous to extand tne same deference 
to all without exception. Here veneration 
for tnose wno deserve it, gratitude for 
those who protect and assist us, for all 
the athers that kindness we may Some day 
need for ourselves. In penetrating into 
tne incorporeal world we learn to know it, 
and this knowledge should regulate uS in 
our relations with those who inhabit it. 
The ancients, in their ignorance, elevated 
altars to them; for us, they are only crea- 
tures more or less perfect, and we raise 
our altars only to God. 


UTILITY OF SPECIAL INVOCATIONS 


The communications obtained from very 
superior Spirits, or from those who have 
animated the great personages of antiquity, 
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are precious from thair exalted teachings. 
These spirits have acquired a degree of 
perfection which permits them to embrace a 
more extended sphereof ideas, to penetrate 
mysteries beyond tne ordinary limits of 
humanity, and consequently, to initiate us 
better than athers to certain tnings. It 
does not follow that communications trom 
less elevated spirits snould be witnout u- 
tility; the observer may draw more than one 
instruction. To now the manners of a 
people, it must be studied in every degree 
of tne scale. He who nas seen it under one 
aspect only, wouid only know it. The nis- 
tery of a people is not that of its kings 
and upper social circles; to judge it, one 
should see it in its private life and cus- 
toms. 


Now, tne superior spirits are the 
upper circles of the spirit world: their, 
vary elevation places tnem so mucn above 
us that we are frightened at tne distance 
that separates us. Spirits more bourgeois 
!may they excuse the expression! make the 
circumstances of their new existence more 
palpable to us. 


With them, the tie between corporeal 
life and spirit life is more intimate; we 
comprehend it better, because it touches 
us more nearly- In learning from themselves 
wnat has become of the men of all conditions 
and of all characters, and of all tnings 
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and objects, what they think, wnat tney 
experience, good, as well as vicious, the 
great and tne small, tne happy and the un- 
happy of -the age, in a word the men who 
nave lived among uS, whom we have seen and 
known, witn whose real lifeweare acquaint- 
ed, whose virtues and whims we KNoOw,-—-wWe 
comprehend their joys and their sufferings, 
we are associated with them, and draw there- 
from à moral instruction as much more pro- 
fitable as the relations between them and 
us are more intimate. We put Ourselves 
more eaSily in the place of him who has 
been Our equal than of him wnom we see only 
through the mirage of a celestial glory. 


Ordinary spirits Showus the: practical 
application of the great and sublime truths 
of wnicn tne superior Spirits teach us tne 
theory. Besides, in tne study of à science 
nothing is useless; Newton found his law 
of tne forces of tne universe in the Sim- 
plest pheonomena, 


The invocatian af ordinary Spirits nas, 
besides, the advantage of putting us on 
rapport witn suffering spirits who can be 
comtorted, and wnose  advancemenl may De 
facilitated by useful advice, 5o tnat we 
can be useful wnile, at the same time, in- 
structing ourselves; nere is egotism in 
seeking only one's own satisfaction in 
intercourse with the spirits, and ne who 
disdains to extend a nelping nand to the 
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unhappy gives proof of pride. Of what use 
to obtain grand teacnings from spirits of 
the hignest order, if it does not make us 
inwardly better, more charitable, more be- 
nevolent for our brotners, both in the 
world and in the other? What would became 
of tne diseased if tne doctors refused to 
touch their sores? 


QUESTIONS ON INVOCATIONS 


|. "Can we invoke spirits without being 


mediums? 
"Every one can invoxe spirits, and if 
those you call cannot manifest  them- 


Selves materially, they are nevertheless 
near you, and listen to you. 


2. "Does the spirit invoked always come at 
tne call made to nim?" 
That depends on tne conditions in which 
hne is, for tnere are circumstances in 
which ne cannot do so." 


*5. "What causes might prevent a spirit from 
coming at our call?" 
Firstly, his will; tnen his corporeal 
State, if ne is re-incarnated; tne mis- 
Sions with which he may be cnarged; and 
still further, permission may berefused 
him. Thera are spirits wha can never 
Communicate-—-those who, by tneir nature 
belong still to worlds inferior to the 
earth. Neither can thosewno are in the 
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spheres of punishment, at least, without 
à Superior permission, which is granted 
only for the general good. Thata spirit 
may be able to communicate, he must have 
attained the same degree of advancement 
as that of the world to which he is 
called; otherwise he is strange to the 
ideas of tnat world, and nas no point 
of comparison. dit is not the same with 
those who are sent on missions, or in 
expiation, to inferior worlds; they have 
the necessary ideas to reply." 


"For what motives may tne permission to 
communicate be refused to a spirit?" 

It may bea trial or punisnment for him, 
or for the one who calls nim." 


"How can spirits, dispersed in space or 
in different worlds, hear fromall points 
of the universe the invocations that are 
made?" 

They are often forewarned by the familiar 
Spirits that surround you, who go to 
Seek tnem; but here isaphenomenon dif- 
ficult to explain to you, because yOu 
cannot yet understand the transmission 
of thought among spirits. Ait | can 
tell you is, that the spirit you Invoke, 
however distant ne may be, receives, as 
it were, tne rebound of the thought as 
a kind of electrical commotion, which 
ne calls his attention to the side from 
whence comes the thougnt addressed tg 
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nim. |t might be said ne nears the 
thougnt, ason earth you near the voice." 
"Is tne universa! fluid tne vehicle of 
thought, as the air is that of sound." 
"Yes, witn this difference, tnat sound 
can De heard on!y within a very limited 
radius, wnile thought attains tne in- 
finite. Tne spirit, in space, is like 
the traveler in tne midst of a vast 
plain, wno, nearing nis name suddenly 
pronounced, directs nis attention to the 
side on wnich ne is called." 


"We know that distances are but trifles 
to spirits; yet one is astonished to 
see them sometimes respond as promptly to 
tne cali as if they had been ali ready." 
"And so, indeed, they are sometimes. If 
the invocation is premeditated, tna spir- 
it is forewarned, and often finds himself 
there before ha is called." 


"Is the tnought of the invocator more 
of less easily heard according to cir- 
cumstances?" 

"Witnout doubt; tne spirit calied by a 
Sympathetic and kind sentiment is mare 
Quickly toucned: it is to him tne voice 
of a friend whicn herecognizes; witnout 
that it often happens that tne invocation 
miscarries. The thought that springs 
fron the invocation strikes the spirit 
if it is not «ell directed, it strikes 
in tne void. Itiswith spirits as with 
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men; if ne who calls them is indifterent 
or àntipatnetic, they may near, but do 
not often listen," 


"Does the spirit invoked come volun- 
tarily, or is he constrained to came?" 
"He obeys tne will of God, that is, tne 
general Jaw that rules the universe; 
and yet constraint is not the word; far 
ne judges if it be useful to come, and 
there still ishis free will. A superior 
Spirit always comes when he is called 
for a useful end; ne refuses to answer 
ünly in circles of persons either not 
serious, or treating the thing asa joke." 


"Can the invoked spirit refuse to come 
at the call made on him?" 

"Perfectiy; or wnere would be his free 
will? Do you think tne beings in tne 
universe are at your orders? And do yOu 
consider yourselves obliged to answer 
all who pronounce your name? When 1 
Say he can refuse, | mean on the demand 
of the invocator, for an inferior spirit 
may be constrained to come by a super ior 
Spirit.” 


"ls there any means by which tne invoca- 
tor may oblige a spirit to come against 
his will?" 

"None, if tne spirit is your equal or 
your Superior in mortality; | say in 
mortality, not in intelligence, because 
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yOu have no authority over him: if he 
is your inferior, you can, if it is for 
his good, for then other spirits will 
second you." 


"Is there any difficulty in invoking in- 
ferior spirits, and is there any danger, 
in calling them of putting ourselves in 
tneir power?" 

"Iney rule only those who allow tham- 
selves to be ruled. He who is assisted 
by good spirits has nothing to fear: ne 
controls tne inferior spirits; tngy do 
not control him. In isolation, mediums, 
especially tnose who are beginning, 
should abstain from such invocations. 


"ig jt necessary to be in any particular 
fr ame of mind for invocations?" 

"The most essential of all dispositions 
is concentration of tnought, wnan we 
desire aught of serious spirits. Witn 
faith and the desire of good, one is 
mora powerful to invoke superior spirits. 
in elevating tne soul by concentration 
of tnought, at the moment of invocation, 
we are identified with good spirits, and 
attract then to us. 


"Is faith necessary in invocations?” 
"Faith in God, yes; faitn will come for 
tne rest if jou desire good, and wish 
fgr instruction," 
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|^. “Have men more power to invoke Spirits 
when united by community of Lhougnt and 
intentions?" 
"When ali are united by charity and for 
good, they obtain grand things. Notning 
iS more injurious tọ tne result of invo- 
cations than divergence of thought, 


mh. "is making a chain by joining hands far 
Some minutes, at the teginning of re- 
unions of any usa?" 
"Tne chain is a material means, which 
does not promote union among you if it 
exists not in tne thought: what is more 
useful is to be united in one common 
thougnt, each one calling to his side 
good Spirits. You do not know all you 
mignt obtain in a serious reunion, from 
whence is banished every sentiment of 
pride and personality, and where reigns 


a perfect sentiment of mutual cordiai- 
ity." 


15. “Are invocations for fixed days and hours 
perferable?" 
"Yes, and, if it be possible, in the 
same place; the spirits come to it more 
willingly: it is the constant desire 
you have that aids the spirits to come 
and put themselves into communication 
with you. Spirits have their accupa- 
tions, whicn they cannot leave at à mo 
ment's warning for your personal satis- 
faction. I say, in the same place; but 
do not suppose this to be an absolute 
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obligation, for spirits come everywhere: 
| mean, à place consecrated to that is 
preferable, because there concentration 
of nought is more perfect." 


"Have certain objects, Such as medal- 
lions and talismans, the property of 
attracting or repelling spirits, as Soma 
pretend?" 

"Tnat is a useless question, for jou 
know very well that matter nas action 
on spirits. Be very sure tnat no goad 
spirit ever refuses Such art; the value 
of talismans, of *natever nature thay 
be, has existed for thousands of years. 


"What must we think of spirits who give 
rendezvous in dismal places, and at un- 
due hours?" 

"These spirits amuse themselves at the 
expensa of tnose who listen to them, It 
is alwayS useless, and often dangerous, 
to yield ta sucha $ugg*stions: useless, 
Lecause one gains absolutely nothing but 
to be mystified; dangerous, not for the 
evil, the Spirits might do, but on ac- 
count of its influence on weak brains." 


"Are tnere days and hours more propitious 
than others for invocations?” 

"For spirits that is perfectly indif- 
ferent, thougn Some claim certain days 
and hours aid to assist them to appear 
The most propitious moments are those 
in which the invocator can ba the laast 
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disturbed by his accustomed occupations; 
when his body and mind are most calin, " 


"is inwocation an agreeable or apainful 
tning for spirits? Do they come volun- 
tarily when they are called?" 

"fnat depends on their character and the 
motives from which tney are called. 
When tne object is praiseworthy, and 
when the Surrounding iS Sympathetic to 
them, it is agreeable to them, and even 
attractive; tne spirits are always happy 
in the affection testified for them. 
There are those to whom it is a great 
happiness ta communicate with men, and 
who suffer from the indifference in 
which they are left. But, as | have 
said, it depends upon their character: 
among spirits tnere are also misan- 
thropes, who do not like tobe disturbed 
and wnose answers show tneir ill humor, 
especially when they are called by in- 
different people, in whom tney are not 
at al! interested. A spirit tas often 
no motiva for coming at tne call of an 
unknown person, who is indifferent to 
him, and almost always moved by curios- 
ity; if he comes, ne usually makes but 
Short visits, unless there may be a se- 
rious and instructive end in view in 
the Invocation." 


Remark: We See people who invoke their re- 
lations only to ask them the most ordinary 
things of material life; for instance, one 
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to know if he shall rentor sel! nis house, 
another to know what profit he snall nave 
from his merchandise, tne place where money 
is deposited, wnetner or not a certain dusi- 
ness will be advantageous. Our relations 
from beyond the tomb are interested in ws 
only by reason of affection wa have for 
them, If all our thought is limited io 
thinking them sorcerers, if we tnink of 
tném only to ask favors of them, they Cai- 
not nave any very great sympatny for us, 
and we should nortoe astonisned at tne lirt- 
tle benevolence tney Sometimes evince, we 
must consider them too. 


21. "ls tnereadifterence between good and 
bad spirits, in regard to their readi- 
ness to come at our call?” 

"There is à very great difference; vad 
spirits come voluntarily only inasmucn 
as they hope to govern and make dupes, 
but tney &«perience a strong contr ari- 
ety wnen they are forced to cantess 
tneir faults, and only asx to go away 
again, like a pupil called up for cor- 
rection, Tney can be constrained to 
come, by the Superior spirits, as 3 
punisnment, and for the instruction of 
the incarnated, Invocation is painful 
for good spirits when they are called 
uselessiy, for frivolities; then the) 
do not come at all, or soon wi thdraw.' 
"You may take it as a principle, tnat 
Spirits, whatever they be, like no more

than yourselves to serve aS amusement 
tor the curious, Often you have na 
other end, in invoking a spirit, than 
Lo see what he will teli you, or to 
question him on tne particulars of nis 
like, which he does not care to teil 
you, because ne nas no motive for giving 
you his confidence; and think you, ne 
iS going to put nimself at the tar for 
your good pleasure? Undeceive your- 
selves: what ne would not nave dona 
during nis ilfetime, ne will not do as 
a spirit." 


Remark: Experlence proves In fact, that 
invocation iS always agreeable to Spirits, 
«nen made witha serious and useful motive; 
tne good come with pleasure to instruct wus; 
tiose who suffer find comfort in tne Sym- 
pathy Shown tnem; tnose whom we nave KNOWN 
are satisfied wirin our rememorance. Frivol- 
ous Spirits like to be invoked by, frivolous 
persons, because that gives tnem an oppor- 
tunity to amuse tnemselves at their expense, 
they are ill at ease with grave persons. 


22. "In order to manifest themseives, do 
spirits always need to be invoked?" 
"No: they very often present themselves 
witnout being called, and tnat proves 
tnat iney come willingly.” 


23. "nen a spirit cames of nimself, can 
we be sure of his identity?" 
"Not at ali; for deceiving spirits ott- 
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en employ tnis means, the better to 
deiude." 


"When we invoke the spirit of a person 
by tnougnt, does he come to us even 
when there are no manifestations by 
writing or otherwise?" 

"Writing is a material means by wnicn 
tne Spirit may attest his presence; but 
It is the thought that attracts nim, 
and we snow il by writing. 


“When an inferior spirit manifests nim- 
self, can we oblige nim to withdraw?" 
"Yes; by not listening to nim, Rut 
now do you expect nim to witndraw wien 
you amuse yourselves witnnisvileness? 
The inferior Spirits attacn Lnemselves 
to those who listen to them with com 
plàácence, like the foois among you." 


"IS Invocation, made in tne nane of 
God, a guarantee against tne intermed- 
diling bad spirits?" 

"Ine nane of God Is not acheck far alb 
perverse Spirits, but it  restrains 
many; Oy this means you always remove 
some, and you would remove many more, 
if it were made from the bottom of the 
neart, and not as a comnon formula." 


"Could several spirits be invoked by 
name at the Same time?" 


"There is no difficulty in that; and 
if you nad three or four nands to write, 
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etc., at each other.

"Canaspirit, invoked at tne same time 
in different places, answer simultane- 
ously to the questions addressed to 
n iin?" 

"Yes, if it is an elevated spirit." 
“In tnis case does tne spirit divide 
nimself? Or has he the gift of ubiq- 
uity?" 

"The Sun is one, yet ne radiates all 
around throwing his rays afar witnout 
subdividing himself: it is the same 
with Spirits, The spirit's tnought is 


like a star that projects its lignt 
to a distance, and may be seen from all 
points of the horizon. Tha purer the 


Spirit, the more his thought radiates 
and extends, like tne light. Tne in- 
ferior Spirits are too material; tne; 
can answer only to a single person at 
once, and cannot come if they are called 
elsewhere. A Superior spirit, called 
at tne same time to two different points 
will answer botn invocations, if they 
are equally serious and fervent; if not, 
he will give nis preference to tne more 
serious." 


Remark: The same with aman who can, with- 
out changingnisplace, transmit nis tnougnt 
by signais seen from different points, 


Ina Seance of the Parisian Society 
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for Spirit Studies, when the question of 
ubiquity Nad been discussed, a Spirit dic- 
tated Spontaneously the following communi- 
Cation; "You asked, this evening, what is 
tne nierarcny of spirits as to ubiquity? 
Compare us to an aeronaut, who rises little 
by littie in tne air. unen ne leaves the 
graund, à very smali circle can perceive 
him; às he rises, tna circle enlarges for 
nim; and when ne nas reacned a certain 
neigGnt, ne appears tù an infinite number 
of persons. 30 with us: a had spirit, wng 
i$ Still attached to tne earth, remains in 
a very restricted circle, in tne midst of 
persons why see nim. If ne grows in grace, 
if he becomes better, ne can talk witn Seve 
eral persons; and when ne nas become a Su- 
parlor Spirit, ne can radjate like the 
light oT tne sun, show nimself to many pêr- 
sons ard in many places, ai the sane time. 


Rr. “Can tne pure spiritsbe invoked--tnose 
who ndwa ended tneir series otf incar- 
nations?" 


"Yes, but veryrarely: they communicate 
only with pure and sincere hearts, and 
not with tne haughty and egotistical for 
you Must be careful to distrust inferior 
Spirits, wno take tnis quality to give 
themselves more importance in your 
eyes." 


27. "How is it that the spirit of tne most 
illustricus men comes as readily and 
lanillarily at the cali of tne most gob- 
3curer" 
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"Men judge Spirits by tnemselves, and 
that is an error; after tne deatn of 
the body, terrestrial rank no longer 
exists; there iS but the distinction 
of goodness among them; and those wha 
are good go wherever tnere is good to 
be done." 


33. "At wnat length of time after deatn 
can a spirit pe invoked?" 

"|t can be done at tne very instant of 
| deatn; but as, at this moment, the 
| spirit is Still in trouble, ne answers 
but imperfectly.” 


Remark: Tne duration of tne trouvie being 

very variable, lhere can be no fixed time 

to make the invocation; yel it is rare It, 
| at ine end of eight days, tne spirit nas 
| not sutficiently recovered to te able to 
answer; ne can sometimes very well do 50 
two or tnree days after acalh; it can, IF 
any case, Le Lried with care; but one Should 
uSuatiy walt Lweive montns, 





z4. "Is the invocation at the moment of 
deatn more painful for tne spirit tnan 
it made later?" 
"Sometimes; it is as if were torn trom 
Sleep before you are fully awakened. 
There are some, however, who are not 
at ali disturbed by it, and even whom 
it halps out of their trouble." 


15, "How can the spirit atachild, wno nas 
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died very young, answer with knowledge, 
when, during his life, ne nad as yet no 
consciousness of himself?" 

"The soul of a child is a spirit stil! 
enveloped in the wsaddling-clotnes of 
matter; but, disengaged from matter, 
he enjoys nis Spirit faculties, for 
spirits nave no âge; which proves tnat 
the spirit of tne child nas airdady 
lived. Yet, until ne shal! nave become 
completely disengaged, ne may preserve 
inhislanguage some traces of tne char- 
acter ot childhood." 


Remark: Tne corporeal influence whicn makes 
itself felt on tne spiritof tne cnild, for 
a longer or snorter time, is sometimes re- 
marked, in tne sane way, on the Spirit of 
a person dying inastate ot insanity. Tne 
Spirit nimseif is not crazy, but we know 
tnat Soma spirits, for a time, believe 
tnenselves stili in tnis world. 


It is then, not astonisning tnat 
the spirit of an insane person should still 
feel the fetters wnicn, during life, opposed 
his free manifestation, until ne becomes 
completely disengaged. Tnis effect varies 
according to tne causeof tne insanity, for 
tnere are some maniacs who recover tne iu- 
cidity of tneir ideas immediately after 
tneir death. 
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INVOCATION OF ANIMALS 


3a. "Can tna spirit af an animal be invoked?" 
"After the death of the animai, the 
intelligent principle that was in him 
1S inalatent state; ne is immediately 
utilized, by spirits charged with Such 
cares, to animate new beings, in whom 
he continues tne work of his elabora- 
tion. Thus, in the spirit world there 
are no spirits ot wandering animais 
but only numan spirits. Tnis answers 
your question.” 
“How is it, then, Lnat some persons 
Nave invoked animals and received an- 
Svers?" 
"INvoke a stone and 1t will answer you. 
Tnere is alwaysacrowdot spirits ready 
to speak for anything." 


Remark: Just the Same it you invoke a mytn, 
or an allegorical personage, it will answer; 
tnat is, it will be answered for, and tte 
SpIritwio would present nimself would take 
its Character and appearance. One day a 
pef*0n Look a fancy ta invoke Tartute, and 
Taf tute came immediately; Still more he 
talkec of Orson, of Elmire, ot Damis and of 
Valire, of wnomne gave news; as to himselt, 
ne counterfeited tne hypocrite with as 
much art as if Tartute had beenareal per- 
sonage. After, he said he was the spirit 
of an actor who had played that character. 


Tritiing spirits always profit by 
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tne inexperience of interrogators, but they 
Lake good care never to address tnose wno 
they Know are enlightened enough to dis- 
cover their impostures, and who would give 
no credit to tneir stories. {It isthe same 
among men. 


"A gentlemen nad in his garden a 
nest of goldfincnes, in wnicn ne was much 
interested; one day tne nest disappear ed; 
being certain that no one about the house 
had been guilty of its destruction, ne 
thought of invoking tne mother of tne little 
ones, she came, and said, in very good 
Frencn, "Do nat accuse any one, and be easy 
about my little ones; the cat overtnrew 
ihe nest by jumping; you will find, under 
ine grass, ali the litt!e ones that nave 
Not been eaten." He looked, and found it 
SO. Must he conclude tnat tne bird had 
answered him? No, assuredly; but simply 
Khataspirit knew tne history of it. Tnis 
Proves how much appearances snould be dis- 
trusted, and now just the above reply: in- 
voke a stone, and it will answer you. 


INVOCATION OF LIVING PERSONS 


37. "Is the incarnation of tne spirit an 
&bSolute costacle to nis invocation?" 
"NO; UuL the state of the body must be 
such, at tne time, as to permit tne 
spirit to disengage himself. Tne in- 
carnated spirit comes as mucn more 
easily as tne world in which ne finds 
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is of a more alevated order, because 
tne bodies there are iess material." 


"Can tne spirit of a living person be 
invoked?" 

"Of course, as you can invoke an incar- 
nated spirit. The spirit of a living 
person can also in nis moments of li- 
berty, come without being invoked; that 
depends on nis Sympatny for tne person 
with whom ne communicates.” 


"in what state iS the body ot tne per- 
Son when the spirit iS invoked?" 

"He sleeps or iS dozing; it is then 
the spirit is free." 

"Could tne tbody awaken while tne spir- 
it 15 absent?" 

"No; the spirit is obliged to re-enter 
it; if, at the momeniti, ne may be talk- 
ing to you, he leaves you, and often 
tells you tne reason for so doing." 


"How iS tne Spirit, when absent from 
the bady, warned of the necessity of 
its return?" 

"The spirit of a living body is never 
completely separated; to whatever dis- 
tance it may transport itself, it is 
held to the body by a fluidic bond, 
which serves to recall it when neces- 
Sary; tnistie iS broken only Dy deatn." 


Remark: This fluidic tiehasofter been no- 
ticed by seeing mediums. It is a kind ot 
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phosphorescent train, wnich is lost in space 
in tne direction of the body. Some spirits 
Say it is by that they recognize those who 
are still bound to tne corporeal world. 


^|. "Wnat would happen, if, during sleep, 
and in the absence of the spirit, the 
body Should be mortally wounded?" 
"The Spirit would be warned, and would 
re-enter before death." 
--"So it could not happen that the body 
could die in the absence ot tne spirit, 
and that on his return he could not re- 
enter it?" 
"No; it would be contrary to the law 
regulating tne union of the soul and 
body." 
--—"But if the blow was struck suddenly 
and witnhoul premeditation?" 
"The spirit would be warned before tne 
mortal blow could be given." 


Remark: Tne spirit of a living person in- 
terrogated on tnis point, answered,---"Jf 
ine body Could dia in tne absence of tne 
Spirit, it would be too convenient a method 
of commiting hypocritical suicides," 


42. “IS tne spirit ot aperson invoked dur- 
ing Sleep as free to communicate as 
that of a dead person?" 

"No; Matter always influences it more 
or less." 


Remark: A person in this State, to wnom 
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this question was addressed, answered,-- 


"| am always chained to tne ball | grag 
after me." 

--|n this State, could tne Spirit be 
nindered from coming because Of its 
being elsewnere?" 

"Yes; the spirit might be in à place 
wnere it pleased nim to remain; then 
ne would not come at the invocation, 
especially if it were made vy SOme one 
in whom ne feit no interest.” 


4*. "is it absolutely impossible to invoke 
tne spirit of a person wno is awake?" 
"Thougn difticult, it isnot absolutel) 
impossible; for if the invocation car- 
ries, it may produce sleep in tne per- 
son; but the spirit can comnunicate, 
as spirit, only in those moments wnen 
its presence is not necessary to tne 
intelligent activity ot the body." 


Remark: Experience proves tnat invocation 
made during a waking state may produce 
Sieep, or, at least, an absorption border- 
ing on Sleep; but tnis can taxe placa only 
tnrougn a very energetic will, and when 
tne ties of sympathy exist between tne two 
persons; otnerwise tne invocation does not 
Carry. Even inácase wnere tne nvocatigu 
causes sleep, if tne moment is i oppor tune, 


Lhe person not wishing to sieep will resist 
and, if hne yield, nis spirit will be troub- 
led, and answer witn difficulty. It thus 
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results tnat the most favorabla moment for 
the invocation ofa living person is during 
his natural sleep, because nis spirit, dbe- 
ing free, can as well come toward tne one 
who calis nim as to go alsewnera. 


When tna invocation is made with 
the consent of the person, and ne seexs to 
Sleep for tne purpose, tnis very desire may 
retard the sleep and troubla tne spirit; 
an unforced sleep is preferable. 


441. "Has a living person, on waking, a con- 

sciousness of naving been invoked?" 
"No; yOu are yourselves invoked more 
often than you think, The spirit along 
knows it, and may somatimas leave witn 
nim a vague impression, like a dream." 
—"Wno can invoke uS if we are but ob- 
scure beings?" 
"in otner existences you may nave been 
known eitner in tnis world or inotners, 
and have nad your relations and friends 
tne same in this world or in others. 
Suppose your spirit may have animated 
tne Lody of tne fatner of anotner per- 
son; well, tnen, ne invokes nis father, 
it iS your spirit wna is invoked, and 
who answers." 


46. "Would the invoked spirit of a living 
person answer as spirit, or witn the 
ideas pertaining to a waking state?" 
"That depends on nis elevation; but 
nis judgment is:ore naaitn, and ne nas 
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fewer pre judices, exactly like somnam- 
bulists; it iSanearly similar state." 


"If tne spirit of a somnambulist in a 
state of magnetic sleep were invoked, 
would he be mora lucid tnan that of 
other persons?" 

"He would, doubtless, answer more lu- 
cidiy, because more disinthralled; al} 
depends on the degree of the spirits 
indepeadence of the body." 

--"Could tne spirit of a somnambulist 
answer a person ata distance, who might 
invoke him, at the same time tnat ne 
IS verbally answering anotner person?" 
"The faculty of communicating  simul- 
taneously at two different paints per- 
tains only to spirits complately dis- 
engaged from matter." 


"Can the ideas of a person in a waking 
state be modified by acting upon his 
spirit during sleep?" 

"Yes, Sometimes; tne ties tnat binds 
tne Spirit to matter are not tnen sa 
close, ne is more accessible to moral 
impressions, and these impressions may 
influence nis mode of seeing in the 
ordinary state." 


“ts the spirit of a living person free 
to Say or not to say what he will?" 

"He nas his facuities of spirit and 
consequentiy his free will; and as he 
has more perspicacity, he iS even more 
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Cir Cuinspect than wnen in awaking state,” 


49. "In invoking a person, can ng be con- 

strained to speak when he wishes to be 
Silent?" 
"| have said that the spirit nas nis 
free will; but it can very well be that, 
aS Spirit, he attaches less importarice 
to certain things than in tne ordinary 
State; nis conscience may speak more 
freely. Besides if ne does not wisn 
lo speak, he can easily escape impor- 
tunities Dy leaving, for a spirit can- 
not be retained as you can retain nis 
body." 


^9. "Can tne spirit of a living person be 
forced by anotner spirit to come and 
Speak, as can be done among wandering 
Spirits?" 
"Among Spirits, whether of the dead or 
the living, there isno supremacy, save 
from moral Superiority; ano you may 
well uelieve that a superior spirit, 
will never lend nis Support to à cow- 
ardiy indiscretion." | 


Ragark; Tnis abuse of confidence would, in 
Tact, beabad action, wnich, however, would 
"nave no reSult, Since you Cannot tear from 
a Spirit a secret ne desires to keep, at 
least unless, influenced by a sentiment of 
Justice, ne avows tnat, under other circum 


Stances, he would witnnoid. A person, by 
this means, desired to «now of one of nis 
relatives if nis will! was in ner favor. 


c-—— 
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The Spirit answared, “Yes, my dear 
niece, and you snall soon have tne proof 
of it." 


The thing was true, but a few days 
afterward tne relative destroyed nis will, 
and was mischievous enougn to let ner know 
of it, tnough he did not know ne had been 
invoked. An instinctive feeling, doubtless, 
urged nim to execute tne resolution his 
Spirit had taken at tne time of nis having 
been questioned. It is cowardly to ask of 
a Spirit, either of tne dead or living, 
what you would not nave dared to ask him 
in person, and this cowardice is not even 
compensated by the expected result. 


5|. "Can one invoke a spirit whose body is 
Stil! in the mother's womb?" 
"No; yOu Know that, at Such time, the 
spirit is in utter trouble." 


Reaar&: The incarnation takes piace actya| ly 
only at the moment of the cnild's first 
breath; but from tne conception of the Spirit 
designated to animate it is seized witn a 
trouble, which increases as the birth ap- 
proaches and takes from him his sel f~cgn— 
sciousness, and consequentiiy the faculty; 
of answering. 


52. "Coulda deceiving spirit take the place 
of a living invoked person?" 
“That is not doubtful, andit very often 
happens, particularly wnen the inten- 
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tion of the invocator is not pure. But 
the invocation of living persons is 
interesting only as a psychological 
study: it is necessary to abstain always 
when it can have no instructive result." 


Remark: If tne invocation of wandering 
spirits doesnot always carry,—-to uSe tneir 
Own expression,—--it must be much more Tre- 


quent for those who are incarnated; tnen, 
especially, do deceiving spirits taxe tneir 
place, 


zz, "are tinere dangers in the invocation 
of a living person?" 
"It iS nat always wilnout danger; that 
depends on the person's position for 
if he is Sick, it mignt add to his Suf- 
ferings.” 


5^. "In what Case could tne invocation of 
a living person have most dangers?" 
You should abstain from invoking cnil- 
dren of a very tender age, persons se- 
riously ill, intirm old men; indeed, 
tnere are dangers in ali cases when the 
body is very mucn enfeetled." 


Remark: The sudden suspension of tne intel- 
lectual faculties during a waking state 
might also be dangerous, if tne person at 
Lhe moment snould find nimself in need of 
his presence of mind. 


55. "During the invocation of a living per- 
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son, does the body experience fatigue 
by reason of tne work his absent spirit 
performs?" 

"A person in tnis state, who said his 
body was fatigued, answered this ques- 
tion: 

"My Spirit is like a balloon tied to a 
past; my Dody is the post, wnich i5 
shaken by the strugglings of the bal- 
loon." 


56. "As tne invocation of living persons 

may be dangerous when made witnout 
caution, does not the danger exist when 
we invoke a spirit wa do not know to 
be incarnated, and who might not find 
himself in favorabte conditions?" 
"Mo; tne circumstances are not tne same 
since ne will come only if in a posi- 
tion to do so; and besides, navel not 
toid you to ask, before making an in- 
vocation, if it be possible. 


57, "Wnen, at the most inopportune moments, 
we experience an irresistible desire 
to sleep, does it warn us that we are 
invoked by Same one?" 

"|t may occur, but most often it is a 
pureiy physical effect; either tne body 
or tne spirit nas naedof its liberty." 


Remark: A lady of our acquaintance, a medi- 
um, ane day invoked tne spirit of her grand- 
son, who was Sleeping in the same room. 
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His identity was confirmed by tne language, 
by tne familiar expressions of tne child, 
and by tne exact recital cf several things 
that nad happened at nis boarding-school; 
but one especial circumstance confirmed it. 
suddenly the hand of the inedium paused in 
tha middle of a sentence, and it was impos- 
Sible. to abtzain anything furtner; at tnis 
moment, tne child, half awake, moved in nis 
bed, some moments after, he again slept; 
the hand went on anew, continuing tne ine 
terrupted talk. 


The invocation of living persons, 
made under good conditions, proves, in tne 
least contestable manner, the distinct ac- 
tion of the spirit and tne body, and con- 
sequantiy, ine existence of an intelligent 
principie independent of matter. 


HUMAN TELEGRAPHY 


58. "Could two persons, by Invoking each 
other, transmit their thougnts, and 
thus correspond?" 
~"Yes; and tnis numan telegraphy will 
some day be a universal means of cor- 
respondence, " 

"Why Should it notoe practiced at pre- 
sent?" 

-"5o il is, with some persons, but not 
with every one, men must purify them- 
selves, in order tnat tneir spirit may 
be disengaged from matter; and tnis is 
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diili another reason for making the 
invocation in the name of od. Until 
then it iS confined to chosen and de- 
materialized souls, who are rarely met 
in the actual stata of the worid's in- 
habitants." 
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CHAPTER I¥ 


OF THE CONSECRATION OF ALL MATICAL 
INSTRUMENTS AND MATERIALS WHICH 
ARE USED IN THIS ART 


The virtue of consecrations cniefl, 
consist in two things, viz., tne power of 
tne person consecrating, and the virtue of 


tne prayer by which the consecration is 
made, 


For in tne person consecrating, tinere 
iS required firmness, constancy, and Holi- 
ness of life; and tnat tne consecrator him- 
self snail, with a firm and undubitable 
faitn, believe tne virtue, power, and ef- 
fect thereof, 


Then in tne prayer by which the conse- 
cration is made it derives itS virtue either 
trom divine inspiration, or else by compas- 
ing it from sundry places in the Holy Scrip- 
ture, in tne commemoration of some of the 
wonderful miracies of God, effects, prom 
ises, sacraments and Sacramental tnings, 
of wnich | nave abundance in holy writ. 


There must likewise be used tne invo- 
cation of divine names, that ara Significa- 
tive of tne work in hand; likewise a sancti- 
fying and expiation which is wrought Dy 
sprinkling with naly water, unctions wiln 
holy cii, and odoriferous suffumigations, 
Therefore in every consecration there is 
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alwayS used a benediction and consecration 
OF water, earth, ofl, fire, and suffumiga- 
tions, tc., with consecrated waxwlignts or 
lamps burning; for witnout lights no consa- 
crationis duly performed. You must tnere- 
fore particularly observe this, that wnen 
any thing 'wnhicn f call prophane! is to be 
used, in which there is defilement or pol- 
lution, it must, first of all, bepurified 
by an Exorcism, composed solely for that 
purpose, which ought to precede the conse- 
cration which tnings being So made pure 
are most apt to receive the influences 
Of tne divine virtue. You must also ob- 
serve that at the end of any consecration, 
after tne prayer is rigntly performed, as 
| nave mentioned, tne operator ought to 
bless the thing consecrated, by treatning 
gut some Sentence with divine virtue and 
power gf present consecration, with a con- 
memoration of nis virtue and authority, 
that so it may be the more duly performed, 
and with an earnest and attentive mind. 
Now | shall give ye here some examples, 
that, by these, a patn may be made to the 
whole perfection thereof. 


THE CONSECRATION OF WATER 


So in the consecration of water, you 
must commemorate that God has placed the 
firmament in the midst of the waters, and 
likewise that God has placed tne fountain | 
of waters in tne eartniy paradise, trom | 
whence sprang four holy rivers that water 
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tne wnole earth; likewise we are to reinember 
tnat God caused tne waters to be aa instru- 
ment of nis justice in destroying tne giants, 
by bringing on tne deluge which covered the 
face of tne whole eartn; and in tne over- 
throw of tha nost of Pharaon in tne Red 
Sea, and that Gad led tne cnildren of Israel 
tnrougn on dry land, and tnrough the midst 
of tne river Jordan, and likewise nis mar- 
vellously drawing water out of tne stony 
rack in tne wilderness; and tnat at the 
prayer of Samson, he caused water ta fiow 
out af tna jawbone of an ass; and likewise 
tnat God has made water the instrument of 
his mercy and salvation for tne expiation 
of original sin; also that Cnrist was bap- 
tized in the river Jordan, and natn tnere- 
üy sanctified and cleansed tne waters; 
likewise certain divine names aratobe in- 
vocated which are conformable nereto; as, 
tnat God isativing fountain, living water, 
tne fountain of mercy, and names of tne 
like sort. 


CONSECRATION OF FIRE 


And likewise, in the consecratian of 
fire, you are ta commemorate tnat God hath 
created tne fire to be an instrument to 
execute nis justice, for punishment, venge- 
ance, and tne expiationof sins; aiso, when 
God comes to judge the world that he will 
command a conflagrationof fire to go before 
him; tikewise we are ta mention that God 
appeared to Moses in a burning busn; and 
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also now ne went before tne children of 
Israel in a pillar of tire; that notning 
can pe duly offered, Sanctified or Sacri- 
Ticed, witnout tire; and how that God insli- 
tuted fire lo Ge kept in continually in tne 
Labernacle of the convenant; and howmiracu- 
lously ne rekindled tne Sane, being extinct, 
and preserved it elsewhere from going out 
being ni dden under the waters; and tnings 
Of rnis Sort, likewise tne nanes of God are 
to De called upon which are consonant ta 
ini5; aS you read in tne law and prophets, 
tnat God 1S a consuming fire; and likewise 
if tnere are any divine names wnicn signify 
Tire, aS tne glory of God, the lignt of 
God, tne splendor andbrigntness of God, 4c. 


THE CONSECRATION OF OIL 


And likewise in tne consecration of 
oil and perfumes you are to mention such 
tnings as are consonant to tnis purpose, as 
of thenoly anoitingoil mentioned in Exodus, 
and divine names significant  thereunto; 
Such as i5 tne name of Christ, wnich sig- 
nities anointed; and whatever mysteries 
there are reiative to oil inthe Seriptures, 
as the two olive-trees distilling holy oil 
into tne lamps that burn before tne face 
of Gad, mentioned in Revelations, 


OF THE BENEDICTION OF LIGATS, 
LAMPS, Wat, 4C. 


Now, tne blessing of tne lignts, lamps, 
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wax, *c., is taken from tne fire and what- 
ever contains tha Substance of the fiame, 
and wnatever Similtudes are in tne AEGA 


les, as the seven Candlesticks which turn 
a tne face of God. 


Therefore | have here given the manner 
Of composing tne consecrations, which first 
Of all are necessary to be need in every 
kindof ceremony, ana 9ugnt to precede every 
experiment or work, and without which no- 
tning in magic rites can be performed duly. 


In the next piace, | will show thee 
the consecration of places, Instruments, 
and tne like things. 


THE CONSECRATION PLACES, GROUND, CIRCLE uo 


Therefore when you would consecrate 
any place or circle, you shouid take the 
prayer of Lamas used in the dedication and 
consecration af the Temple; you must iike- 
wise bless the place by sprinkling with 
noly water and witn suffumigations, and 
commemorate in the benediction holy mys- 
teries; such as these, the sanctification 
of thorne of God, of Mount Sinai, of the 
tabernacle of tne cowenant, of the noly 
of nolies, of tne temple of Met Msi en. also 
the sanctification of Mount Gologotha, by 
the transfiguration and ascension of Christ, 
c. And by invocating all divine names 
which are Significant to tnis; Such as the 
place of God, the tnorne of God, the chair 
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of God, tne tabpernac!e of Sod, tne altar 
of God, tne habitation oT God, andtne like 
divine names of this sort, which are to be 
written about the circle, or place to be 
consecrated. 


Aid, in the consecration of Instru- 
ments, and every other thing tnat is used 
inthis Art, you must proceed after tne same 
manner, by sprinkling with noly water the 
Same, by fumigation, by anointing with holy 
oll, sealing It witn some noly seal, and 
blessing it with prayer, and by commemo- 
rating holy things out of tne sacred Scrip- 
tures, collecting divine names wnich are 
agreeable to the things ta be consecrated; 
as for example, in tne consecration of tne 
sword we are to remember in the gospel, 
"ne tnat hath two coats," *c. and that in 
the second of the Maccabees, it is sald 
that a Sword was divinely and miraculously 
sent to JUDAS MACCABEUS;: and |f tnere is 
any thing of tna like in the prophets, as 
"Lake unta yOu two-edged swords," Mc. And 
you shall also, in tne same manner, can- 
Secrate experiments and books, and wnatever 
of tne like nature, as writings, pictures, 
tc., by sprinkling, pertuming, anointing, 
sealing, blessing, with holy commemorations, 
and calling. to remembrance the Ssanctifi- 
cation of mysteries; as the table of tne 
ten commandments which were delivered to 
Moses by God in Mount Sinai, the sanctiti- 
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Cation of the Old and New Testaments, and 
likewise of tne law, prophets, and Scrip- 
tures, which were promulgated by the Holy 
Ghost; and again there are to be mentioned 
such divine names as are convenient to tnis; 
aS tnese are, viz. the testament of God, tHe 
book of God, tne Book of Life, the know 
ledge of God, tne wisdom of God, and tne 
like, And with such kind of ritesas these 
iS the personal consecration pertormed. 


Tnere are besides tnese anotner rite 
of consecrationof great power and efficacy; 
and tnis is one of the kinds of Supersti- 
tions, viz. when the writ of consecration 
or collection of any Sacrament in the 
Church is transferred to that thing whicn 
we would consecrate, 


It must ba noted that vows, oblations, 
and sacrifices, have the power of consecr a- 
tion also, as well real as personal; and 
they are as it were, certain conventions 
between: those names With which tre) are 
made and us who make tnem, Strongly cleaving 
to our desire and wisned effects, aS wren 
we sacrifice with certain names, or thing, 
as fumigations, unctions, rings, images, 
mirrors; and some things less material, as 
characters, seals, pentacles, encnantments, 
orations, pictures, Scriptures, of wnich 
we nave largely spoken before. 
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OF THE INVOCATION OF EVIL SPIRITS, AND THE 
BINDING OF, AND CONSTRAINING 
OF THEY TO APPEAR. 


Now if thou art desirous of binding 
any Spirit to a ready obedience to thee, | 
will Show you how a certain book may be 
made by whicn they may be invoked; and this 
book i$ to be consecrated a book of Evil 
Spirits, ceremoniousiy to be composed in the 
name and order, wnereunto tney bind with a 
certain noly oath, tne ready and present 
obedience of the spirit. This book is 
therefore to be made of the most pure and 
Clean paper, whicnis generaliy called vir- 
gin paper; and this book must be inscribed 
after this manner, viz. let there be drawn 
on tne left side of the book the image of 
tne spirit, and on tne rignt side thereof 
nis character, withthe oath above it, cone 
taining the nameof the spirit, his dignity 
and place, with his office and power. Yet 
many Magicians do compose this book other- 
wise, Omiting the cnaracters and Images: 
Gut | think that it ismucn more efficacious 
not io neglect any tning above mentioned 
in the forms. 


There is likewise to be observed the 
circumstances of places, times, hours, ac- ! 
cording to the stars wnicn tnese Spirits 
are under, and are seen tg agree t0; with 
their site, rite, andorder, being applied, 
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Which book being So written, is ta ce 
well Dound, adorned, garnished, embel lish- 
ed, and kept secura, witnregisters and seals 
lest it should happen after the consecr à- 
tion to open in some part not designed, and 
endanger the operator. And above all, let 
this book be kept as pure and reverent as 
Possible; for irreverance of mind causes 
it to losa its virtue dy pollution and pro- 
Phanation. 


Now this sacred book being thus com 
posed according to the form and manner | 
nave delivered, you are to consecrate it 
after a two-fold way; the first is, that 
all and singularly each of the spirits wha 
are written in the took be called to the 
Circle, according to the rites magical, 
which we nave before taught, and place tne 
book whicn is to be consecrated in a tri- 
angle on tne outside of tne circle; then 
read, in the presence of the spirits, all 
the gatns which are contained and written 
in that book; then tne book tobe consecrated 
being already placed without the circle in 
a triangle there drawn, compel ali the spir- 
i tS to impose their nands where their images 
and characters are drawn, and to confirm 
and consecrate the same with a special and 
common oath. This being done, let the book 
De Shut and preserved as | have spoken be- 
fore; then license the spirits to depart 
according xo due rite and Magical order. 
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There iS anotner method eatant among 
us to consecrating a general book of spirits 
which is more easy, and of as mucn efficacy 
to produce every effect, except that in 
opening this book, the spirits do not al- 
wayS appear visible. And tnis way is thus: 
let be made a book of Spirits, as we nave 
cefore Shown, Dui in the end thereof write 
invocations, bands, and strong con jurations, 
wherewith every spirit may be bound; then 
pind tnis Look between two lamens or tables, 
and on the inside thereof draw or let be 
drawn two Holy pentaclesof tne Divine Maj- 
esty, which | have before set fortn, out 
gf tne Apocal ypse. Then let tne first of 
them be placed in the beginning of the book, 
and tne second at the end of the same. 


This book being thus perfected, let 
it be brought, in a clear and fair nignt, 
to a circle prepared in a croSS-way, ac- 
cording to the art wnicn | have before de- 
livered; and there, in the first place, 
the book is to be opened, and to be conse- 
crated according to the rites and ways whicn 
we have before delivered concerning conse- 
cration, which being done, let all the spir- 
itsbe called wnich are written in the book, 
in their own order and place, con juring 
thrice by the bonds described in the book 
“that they come to that place within tne 
space pf three days, to assure their obedi- 
ence and contirm tne same, to the book so 
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to be consecrated; tnen fet tne book be 
wrapped up inaclean linen clotn, and bury 
it in the midst of tne circle, and Stop the 
hole So as it may not be perceived or dis- 
covered: the circle being destroyed after 
you have licensed tne spirits, depart be- 
fore sun-rise; and on the third day, atout 
tne middle of tne nignt, return and make 
the circle anewand on thy knees make prayer 
unto God, and give thanks to him; and let 
a precious pertume be made, open the nole 
in which you buried your book and take it 
Out, and So let it be kept, not opening tne 
same,  Tnen after licensing the spirits in 
their order and destroying tne circle, de- 
part betore sun-rise. And tnis is tne last 
rite and manner of consecrating profitable 
to whatever writings, experiments, e. 
taat direct the spirits, placing tthe same 
between the teo noly Lamens or Pentacles, 
as is before mentioned. 


But when the operator would work by 
tne Book tnus consecrated he should da it 
inafair and clear season, when tne spirits 
are least troubled; and let nim turn nim- 
Self towards tneregionot tne spirits; then 
let him open tne book under a due register, 
and likewise invoke tne spirits by their 
oaths there described and confirmed, and by 
the name of their character and image, to 
whatever purpose you desire, and if nera 
be need conjure tnem py the bonds placed 
in tne end of the book. And having attained 
thy desired eftect license them to depart, 
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And now | proceed to speak of tne |in- 
¥OCation of good as well as bad spirits. 


Tne good spirits may be invocated of 
yOu, Or by you, diverse ways, and they in 
sundry Shapes and manners after themselves 
lO us, for they openly speak to tnose that 
walch, and do offer themselves to Our sight, 
or do inform us by dreams and by oracle of 
those tnings which we nave a «great desire 
to know, Whoever tnerefore would call any 
good spirit tà speak or appear in Sight, 
ne must particularly, ouserve two tings: 
One whereof is about the disposition of tne 
invocant, the otner concerning those tnings 
which are outwardly to te adnitited to tne 
invacation for the conformity of the spirit 
to ba called. 


It IS necessary theretore inat tne in- 
vocant religiously dispose nimaeilt ror tne 
space of many days to SuCN à mystery, and 
to conserve himself during tne Lime cnaste, 
abstinent, and to abstract himself as mucn 
as ne can from all manner ot foreign and 
secular uusiness; likewise rne shouid ouserve 
fasting, às much as snall seem convenient 
Lo nim, and lat nim daily between sunrising 
and Setting, being cigtned in pure write 
linen, saven times call upon God, and make 
a deprecation to tne angels to uve called 
ang invocated, according to tne rule wnicn 
| have before taught. Now the number or 
days of fasting and preparation is common, 
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one month, i.e. the time of a whale luna- 
tion. Now, in tneHindue Cabala, we gener- 
ally prepare ourselves forty days before. 


Now concerning the place, it must be 
chosen clean, pure, close, quiet, free from 
all manner of noise, and not subject to any 
stranger's signi. Tnis place must first 
Of all be exorcised and consecrated; and 
let there, bea tableor altar placed tnerein 
covered with a clean white linen cloth and 
set towards tne east. In the middle of tne 
altar let there be placed liamens, or the 
noly paper I navebefore described, covered 
with fine linen, which is not to be opened 
until tne end ot tne days of consecration. 
You Shall! also nave in readiness a precious 
pertume and a pure anointing oil,.--And let 
them both be kept consecrated. Tnen set a 
censor on tne nead of tne altar, wnerein 
you shall kindle tne noly fire and make a 
precious perfume every day tnat you pray. 


Now for yournabit, you Shall nave a 
long garment of white linen, close before 
and benind, wnich may come down over tne 
feet, and gird yourselt about the loins 
witn a girdie. You snall likewise nave a 
veil made of pure white linen on whicn must 
vue wrote inagilt lamen, tne name Ra por e- 
Kogur; all tnings which are tobe consecr ated 
and sanctified in order. Aut you must not 
go into this noly place till it be first 
washed and covered witn a cloth new and 
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Clean, and tnen you may enter, but with 
your feet naked and bare; and when you 
enter therein you snall sprinkle witn holy 
water, then make a perfume upon the aitar; 
and then on tny knees pray before tne al- 
tar as we have directed. 


Now when the time is expired, on tne 
last day, you snail fast more strictly; 
and fasting on tne day following, at tne 
rising of tne sun, anter tne holy place, 
using the ceremonies betore spoken of, first 
by sprinkling thyseif, then making a per- 
fume, you shall sign the cross with holy 
Oil in the forenead, and anoint your eyes, 
using prayer in all these consecrations. 
Then, open the lamen and pray before tne 
altar upon your knees; and then an invoca- 
tion may be made as follows: 


AN INVOCATION OF THE GOOD SPIRITS 


In the name of tne Most Eminent Adepts, 
| do desire tnee, strong and mignty spir- 
its (here name the spirits you would nave 
appear) tnat if it be tne divine will of 
nim who is called Rajpore-Kogur, the noly 
adept, tne Powerful, tnat tnou take upon 
inee some Shape as best Lecometn thy ce- 
lestial nature and appear to me visably 
nere in this place, and answer my demands, 
in as far as 1 snail not transgress the 
bonds of tne divine mercy and goodness, Dy 
requesting uniawful knowledge; but tnat 
tnou wilt graciously Show me what things 
are most profitable for me to know and do

to the glory and nonour of his divine Maj- 
esty who liveth ang reigneth, world without 
end.

And that all tnings may work together 
for thy honour and glory, to whom with thee, 
the Son and blessed Spirit, be ascribed all 
might, majesty, and dominion world withoul 
end.

Tne invocation being made, the good 
spirits will appear unto you wnich jou de- 
sire, which you shall entertain with a 
chaste communication, and license tnem to 
depart. 


Now tne Lamen which is used to invoke 
any good spirit must de made after tne fol- 
lowing manner: eitner in metal comformaule 
Of in new wax mixed with convenient spices 
and colours; or it may be made with pure 
white paper witn convenient colours, and 
outward form of it may be either square, 
circular, or triangular, or of tne like Sort 
according to tne rule of the numbers, in 
wnicn tnere must be written the divine 
names, as well general as special. And in 
Lhe centre of the jamen draw a nexagon or 
character of s5ix corners, in the middle 
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tnerect write tne mame and Cnaracter oT the 


star, or of tne spirit nis governor, to 
whom tne good spirit tnat is to be called 
iS subject. And about this cnaracter jet 


tnere be placed So many cnaracters of five 
corners or pentaclies5 as tne Spirits we woul 
call together at once. Gut if you snail 
cali only one, nevertneless there must ve 
made four pentagons, wherein tne name ot 
tne Spirit or spirits, with their charac- 
ters, are to be written. Now tnis lamen 
must be composed when tne moon is in nar 
Increase on those days and nours wnich agree 
to the spirit; and if you take a fortunate 


Planet therewith, it will be better for 
producing tre etfect: wnicn table or lamen 
| being rigntly made in tne manner | have 


fully described, must be consecrated ac- 
cording to tne rules above delivered. 


| will yet declare unto vou anotner 
rite moré easy to perform tnis thinu: let 
the disciple who wisnes to receive an ora- 
cie fromaspirit be cnaste, pure and sanc- 
tified; then a place being chosen pure, 
Clean, and covered with clean and white 
linen, everywhere, on the Lord's day in tne 
new of the moon, let nim enter into tne 
place clotned with wnite linen; let rim ex- 
Orcise tne place, bless it, andmakea circle 
* therein with a consecrated coal; let there 
i de written in tne outer part of tne circle 
tne names of tne angels; in tne inner part 
thereof write tne mignty names of God; and 
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let de placed witnin tne Circle, at the 
four parts of tne worid, the vessels for 
tne perfumes. Tnen, being wasned and fast- 
ing, let him enter the place and pray to- 
wards the east this whole Psalm "Biessed 
are ine undefiled in tne way," tc. Psalm 
Caix. Tnen make a fumigation, and depre- 
Cate the spirits Dy tne Said divine names, 
tnat ney will appear unto you, and reveal 
or discover tnat wnicn you so earnestiy de- 
Sire; anddo tnis continually for six days, 
wasned and fasting. On tne seventn day, 
being wasned and fasting, enter tne cir- 
Cle, perfume it and anoint tnyself witn nol y 
oil upon tne forenead, eyes, and in the 
palms of both nands, and upon the feet; 
tnen, with bended knees, say tne Psalm 
aforesaid, with divine and angelical names. 
Which being said, arise, and walk round tne 
circle from East to west, until thou snalt 
be wearied witnagiddiness of the nead and 
brain, then straitway fall down in tne 
Circle, wnere tnou mayest rest, and thou 
wilt be wrapped up inan ectasy; anda spirit 
will appear and inform tnee ot all things 
necessary to De known. We must Observe 
also, tnat in the circle tnere ought to be 
four holy candles burning at tne four parts 
of the world, which ought not to want light 
for the space of a week, 


And the manner of fasting is tnis: to 


abstain from all tnings having a life ot 
Sense, and from tnose which do proceed from 
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them, let himdrink only purerunning water; 
neitner is there any food or wine to be 
taken till the going down of tne Sun. 


Let tne perfume and the holy anointing 
oll be made as i5 set forth in Exodus, and 
otner holy books of tne Bible. It is also 
to be observed, thal as often as he enters 
the circle he nas upon his forenaad a golden 
lamen, upon which there must be written tne 
name Ra jpore-Kogur, in tine manner | nave 
before mentioned. 


OF ORACLES BY DREANS 


But natural things and their own mix- 
tures do likewise belong unto my disciptes, 
and | always uSe Sucn to receive gracias 
from a spirit by a dream; wnicn are either 
by perfumes, unctions, meats, candles, 
seals, rings, etc. 


Now those who are desir ious tao receive 
oracies in or tnreughadream, iet nim make 
himself aring ot the sunor Saturn for tnis 
Purpose. There are likewise images of 
dreans, which being put under tne  nead 
when he goes to sleep, dotn effectual ly 
give true dreams of whatever the mind nath 
before determined or consuited upon, the 
practice of whicn is as follows: 


Thou snalt make an image of the sun, 


the figure whereof must be, à man sleeping 
upon tne bosomof an angel, wnicn tnou shalt 
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make when Leo ascends, tne sun being in tne 
nintn house in Arias; thou snalt write upon 
tne figure tne name o* tne effect desired, 
and in the nand of tne angel tne name of 
tne Intelligence of tne sun. Let tne same 
image be made in Virgo ascending, Mercury 
veing fortunate in Aries in the nintn; or 
Gemini ascending, Mercury being fortunate 
in the nintn nouse in Aquarius; and let it 
be received with Saturn witn a fortunate 
aspect, and iet tne name of the spirit be 
written upon it. Let tne same likewise be 
made in Libra ascending, Venus being re- 
ceived from Mercury in Gemini in tne ninth 
nouse, and write upon it the angel of Venus. 
Again, youmay make the same image Aquarius 
ascending, Saturn fortunately possessing 
the ninthin his exaltation, wnicn is Libra; 
and let there be written upon it tne angel 
of Saturn. Tne same nay be made Cancer 
ascending, tne moon being receivedby Jupi- 
ter and Venus in Pisces, and being fortu- 
nately placed in the nintn nouse, and write 
upon it the spirit of the moon. 


There are likewisemaderings of dreams 
of wonderful efficacy; and there are rings 
of tne sun and Saturn; anrd tne constellation 
of themiswnen tne sun or Saturn ascend 
in tneir exaitations in tne nintn, and wnen 
tne moon is joined to Saturn in tne ninth, 
and in that sign wnich was the nintn house 
of tne nativity; and write and engrave upon 
the rings tne name of tne spirit«of the sun 
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or Saturn; and by these rules you may know 
how and by what means to constitute more of 
thyself: but know this, that such images, 
work nothing fas they are simple images! 
uniess they are vividfied by a spiritual 
and celestial virtue, and chiefiy by the ar- 
dent desire and firm intent of tne soul of 
the operator. — But who can give a soul to 
an image, or make à stone, or metal, or 
clay, of wood, or wax, or paper to live? 
Certainly no man; ha only natn it who tran- 


scends tne progress of angels, and comes 
to tne very architype himself. 


The tables of numbers likewise confer 
to the receiving of oracies, being duly 
formed under their own constellations. Holy 
tables and papers likewise serve to this 
affect, being especially composed and con- 
secrated; such as tne Atmutel of Solomon, 
and the Table of tne Revalution of the name 
of Tetragrammaton; and those tnings which 
are of this kind, and written to produce 
gr ammaton, and tnose tnings wnich are of 
this kind, and written to produce tnese 
effects, out of various figures, numbers, 
holy Scriptures, and pictures, with 'in- 
scriptions of the divine names of God and 
names of holy angels; the composition where- 
of is taken out of diverse places of the 
holy Scriptures, Psalms, and versicles, and 
other certain promises out of the divine 
revelations and prophecies. 
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To the same effect do conduce, I ike- 
wise, noly prayers and deprecations as weli 
to God as to the blessed angeis; the depre- 
cations of which prayers are tobe composed 
as we nave before snown, according to some 
religious similitude, making mention of 
tnose things which wa intend to do; as out 
of tne Old Testament of tne dream of Jacob, 
Joseph, Pharoah, Daniel, and Nebuchadnezzar: 
if out of tne New Testament, of the dream 
of Josepn,; of the three wise man, or Magi, 
of John the evangelist sleeping upon tne 
breast of our Lord; and whatever of the 
like kind can be found in religion, mira- 
cles, and revelation. According to which 
the deprecation may be composed; if when 
Ne goes to sleep it be witn a firm inten- 


tion, and tnen, witnout doubt, they will 
afford a wonderfui affect. 


| Tnerefore ne who is desirous of re- 
| ceiving true oraclesby dreams, iet him ab- 

stain from supper, from drink, and be other- 
wise well disposed, so his brain will be 
Tree from turbulent vapours; iet nim also 
Nave nis bad-chamber fair and Clean; exor- 
Cised and consecrated if ne will; then let 
nim perfume 
fumigation, 












the same with some convenient 
and let nim anoint his temples 
With some unguent efficacious her eunto, and 
Put a ring of dreams upon his finger; then 
let him take one of the images we have 
‘Spoken of, or some holy table, or prayer, 
and place the same under his head; tnen, 
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having made a devout prayer, let nim address 
himself to sleep, meditating upon that tning 
which ne desires to know; so snall ne re- 
ceiva a most certain and undoubted oracle 
by adream, when tne moon goes tnrougn thal 
sign wnicn was in tne nintn house of nis 
nativity, and also wnen sne goes through 
tne sign of the ninth of tne revolution of 
nis nativity, and wnen she is in the nintn 
sign from the sign of perfection. 


This is tne way whereby we obtain all 
sciences and Arts whatsoever, wnetner Al- 
chemy, Magic, or else, suddenly and per- 
factiy with a true illumination of our in- 
tellect; aitnougn all inferior ramiliar 
spirits whatsoever canduce to this effect, 
and sometimes also evil spirits sensibly 
inform us intrinsically and extrinsical ly. 


OF THE METHOD OF RAISING EVIL OR FAMILIAR SPIRITS 
BY A CIRCLE; LIKEWISE THE SOULS AND ASTRAL 
BODIES OF THE DEAD— 


It 15 nere convenient that | Say Some- 
thing about the means usedby tne Hindus to 
raise up what are usually termed evil Spir- 
its to the circle, and tne metnods of call- 
ing up the Astral or soulsof those who nave 
died a violent or premature deatn, 


Now if ye would catl any evil spirit 


to the circie, ye must first consider and 
knowhisnature, and to wnich of tne planets 
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it agrees, and wnat officesare distributed 
untonimfromthepianet. This being known, 
let there be sought out à place tit and 
convenient, and proper for his invocation, 
according ta the natura of tne planet and 
tna quality of tne offices of tne same 
Spirit, as near aS it can be done; as if 
iheir power be over the sea, rivers, or 
fioods, then Jet tne place be the sea-snore, 
and so of tne rest. Then chose a convenient 
Lime both Tor tine quality or the air lbeing 
sereng, Quiet, Clear and fitting for tne 
Spirits to assume bodies*; as also of the 
Quality Of and nature of tne planet and the 
scirit, aS on nis day and time in which he 
rules; ne May be fortunate or unfortunate 
Sometimes of tne day, and sometimes of tne 
night, as tne Stars and spirits dorequire. 


These things being judiciously con- 
Sidéred, let tne circle ve made at tne 
place elected, as well for the deterence 
cf tne Frvacant as tna Confirmation at tne 
Spirit, And in tne circie write tne divine 
general names, and ail those things which 
du yleld defarence tous; and, with tnem, 
those divine names wnich dorulenisylanet, 
and tne otticesof tne spirit nimself; lixe- 
wise write therein tne names of tne good 
spirits whicn bear rule in the time you do 
this, and are able to bind and constrain 
that Spirit wnicn you intend to call, And 
if ye will further strengtnen and tortity 
your Circle, you may add characters and 
pentacles agreeing to the work; tnen also, 
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if yewili, you may eitner, witnin or witn- 
Out the circle frame an angular figura with 
tne inscription of such conveniant numoers 
as are congruent amongst tnemselves to my 
work, which are to be Known according ta 
tne manner of numbers and figures delivered 
in m, first book. 


Furtner you are to be provided witn 
lights, perfumes, unguents, and medicines, 
compounded according to the nature of the 
Spirit and planet which agree with the 
Spirit by reason of their natural and ce— 
lestial virtue. 


Then you are toba furnished with holy 
and consecrated things necessary, not only 
for tne defence of tne invocant and nis 
companions, but also serving for bonds to 
bind and constrain tne spirits; Sucn asholy 
papers, lamens, pictures, pentacles, swords, 
Sceptéers, garmentsof convenient colour and 
matter. 


Tnen, with all tnese tnings provided, 
let tne exorcist and his companions go into 
tne circle. In tne first place, let nim 
consecrate the circle and every thing ne 
uses; whicn being done ina solemn and firm 
manner, with conveniant gesture and coun- 
tenance, let nim bagin to pray with a loud 
voicu after tna manner following. First, 
by making an oration or prayer to God, and 
then entreating tna good spirits; but you 
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should read some prayer, or psalm, or go> 
pel, for our detence in the first place. 
After those prayers and orations are said, 
let him begin to invocate the spirit which 
ne desiretn, witn a gentle and ioving èn- 
cnantment to all the coasts of the world, 
with a commemoration of nis own authority 
and power. Then rest and look round to see 
if any spirit does appear; whicn if he de- 
lays, then let nim repeat his invocation, 


as above said, until ne natn done it tnree 
times; and If the spirit is obstinate and 
will not appear, then iet tne invocator be- 


gin to conjure nim with divine power; put 
so thatalinis conjurations and commemora- 
tions do agree with tne nature and office 
of tne spirit, and reiterate the Same tnree 
times, from stronger to stronger, using 
contumelies, cursings, punishments, sus- 
pension from nis power and office, and tne 
like, 


And after these courses are finished, 
cease, and if tne spirit shall! appear jet 
tne invocant turn himself towards tne Spir- 
it, and courteously receive him, and, ear- 
nestly entreating nim, let him ask his name, 
which write down on your holy paper, and 
tnen proceed by asking him whatsoever you 
will; and if in any thing tne Spirit snall 
appear to be obstinate, ambiguous or lying, 
let him be bound by convenient Con jurations; 
and if you doubt any thing, make, without 
tne circle with the consecrated Sword, the 
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figure of a triangle or pentagon, and com- 
pel tne spirit to enter into it; andif you 
receive any promise whicn you wauld have 
confirmed with an oatn, stretcn tne sword 
Out of tne circle, and swear tne spirit by 
laying nis nand on tne sword. Tnen having 
obtained of the spirit that wnicn you de- 
Sire, Or are otnerwise contented, license, 
him to depart witn courteous words, giving 
command that ne do no hurt; and if nau will 
not depart, compel nimLy powerful conjura- 
tions; and itf need require, eapel nim by 
exorcisms and by making contrary suffumiga- 
tions; and wnen he is departed conot out 
of the circle, but make à stay, and use 
some prayer giving tnanks to God and tne 
good angels; and also praying for your tu- 
ture defence and conservation, wnicn being 
orderly performed you may depart. 


Hut if j2ur nopes are frustrated, and 
no spirit will appear, yet for tnis you 
need not despair; but leaving tne circle 
atter ficensing to depart (which must never 
be omitted wnether a spirit appearsor not*™? 
return at other times, doing as before. 
Ang if you tnink tnat you nave erred in any 
tning, tnen yQu shall amend uy adding ər 
diminishing; for the constancy of repetli- 


[They who mnealect ilcanaing Che apirits 
are lin very great danger, because lunstance 
have baen known of the oparatur experisrnc- 
ing à sudden shock.) 
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tion increases your authority and power, 
and strikes a terror into the Spirits, and 
compels them to obey. 


And often the spirits do come althougn 
they appear not visible fto cause terror to 
him wno calls tnem,? eitner in tne tning 
which ne uses, or else in tne operation it- 


self. Sut tnis kind of licensing is not 
given simply, but by akindof dispensation, 
with suspension, until they snail render 


tnemselves obedient; also, witnout acircle, 
these spirits may be called to appear, Dy 
the way we have delivered in the consecra- 
tion of a book. But wnen we intend to ex- 
ecute any effect where an apparition is not 
needful, then that is to be done, by mak ing 
and forming tnat wnicn is to be to us an 
instrument; as whether it bean image, ring, 
character, table, writing, candle,  sacri- 
Tice, or any thing else; then tne name of 
the spirit is to be written tnerein with 
his character, according to tne ex| gency 
of the experiment, eitner by writing jit 
with biood, or otherwise using a perfume 
agreeable to tne spirit. Likewise we are 
often to make orations and prayers to God 
and the good angels before we invocate any 
evil Spirit, conjuring himby divine power, 











| will now inform tnee farther, tnat 
those souls do stili love their relinquished 
bodies after death, a certain affinity al- 
luring them asit were. Such are the souls 
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of noxious men wno nave violently relin- 
quisned tneir bodies and Souls wanting a 
due burial, wnicn still wander in a liquid 
and turbulent spirit above their gead çar- 
casses; but these souls, Dy the known means 
by whicn tney were joined to tneir bodies, 
by tne like vapours, liquors, and savours, 
are easily drawn into them. 


Hence it is tnat the Souls of tne dead 
are not to be called up without blood or by 
tne application of some part of their relict 
dady. 


In tne raising therefore of tnese As- 
tral Spirits, you are to peftuma with new 
blood tne bones af the dead, and with flesn, 
eggs, milk, honey, and off, wnicn furnisn 
tne soul with a medium apt to receive its 
body. 


It is likewiseto be understood, those 
wha are desiraus to raise any Souls of tne 
dead, ought ta select tnose places wherein 
tnase kind of souls are most known to be 
conversant; or oy Soma alliance alluring 
tne souis into their forsaken bodies, or 
by tne forcible natureof some place fitted 
and prepared to purge of punisn these souls; 
which places for tne most part, are to known 
by tna appearance of visions, nightly in- 
cursioans and apparitions. 


Tnerefore the places most titting for 
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tnese things are churcn-yards. And better 
than tnem are tnose places devoted to tne 
executions of criminal judgments; and tattur 
tnan these are tnose places wnere, of late 
years, tnere nave been So great and so many 
public Slaughters of men; and that place, 
is still better tnan tnose wnere some dead 
carcass tnat came by violent deatn is not 
yet expiated, not was lately buried; for 
tne expiation of those places is likewise 
a noly rite duly to te adnibited to the 
burial of the bodies, and often prohibits 
tne soul returning to its body, and expels 
tne same afar off to tne place of judgment. 


And from hence it is tnat tne souis of 


the dead are not easy to be raised up, 8x- 
cept it be tne souls of tnem whom we know 
or to nave perisned byaviolent

Sut those 
things wnicn are now Spoken of are not al- 
ways sufficient to ralse up souls, 5ecause 
of an extra-natural portion of understang- 
ing and reason, wnich is above and known 
Only to the heavenly Cestinies and tneir 


powers, 


You Snould tnerefore allure tne said 
souls by Supernatural and celestial powers 
dul, administered, even by tnose tnings 
which do move the very harmony of the soul 
25 well imaginative as rational and intel- 
lectual, Such as voices, songs, sounds, en- 
enantments; and religious things, as prayer 
conjuratigns, exorcisms, and other noi, 
rites, which may commodigusiy be adminis- 
tered nereunto, 


Tne following instructions are tne 
principal and sum total of all ! nave said, 
only | have ürougnt it ratner intoacloser 
train of experiment and practice than any 
oT tne rest; for tere you may behold tne 
distinct functions of the Spirits; likewise 
tne whole perfection of Magical Ceremonies 
is here described, syllable by syllable. 


But as the greatest power iS attributed 
to tne circles! ffor they are certain for- 
tresses, ! | will now cigarly explain, and 
show the composition and figure of acircle. 


Og 
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THE COMPOSITION. OF A CIRCLE 


The forms of circies are not always 
one and the same, but are changed accord- 
ing to the order of spirits tnat are to be 
called, their places times, hours, for in 
making a circle it ought to be considered 
in wnat time of the year, what day, and 
to what star or region tney belong, and 
what functions they have: tnerefore to be- 
gin, let tnere be made tnree circles of tne 
latitude of nine feet distant one from an- 
other about a nands breadth. First, write 
in the middle circle the name of the hour 
wherein you do the work; in .the second 
place, write the name of the angel of the 
nour, in the tnird place, the seal of the 
spirit of tne hour; fourthiy, the name of 
the spirit that rules tha day in which you 
work, and the names of his ministers; in 
tne fifth place, tne name of the present 
time; sixthly, the nameof the spirits rul- 
ing in that part of time, and their presi- 
dents; seventhly, the name of tne head of 
the sign ruling in tne time; eighthliy, the 
name of the earth, according to tne time 
of working; nintnly, and for the completing 
of tne middle circle, write the names of 
tne Sun and moon, according to the said 
rule of time: for as the times are changed, 
so are the names; and in tne outer circle 
let there be drawn, in the four angles, the 
names of the great presidential spirits of 
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the air that day wnerein you would do this 
work, viz. the name of the king and his 
three ministers. Without tne circle, in 
four angles, iet pentagons be made. in the 
inner circle write four divine names, with 
four crosses interposed: in the middle of 
tne circie, viz. towards tne east tet be 
written Alpna; towards the west, Omega; and 
letacross divide tne middleof tne circle. 


Wnen the circie is thus finisned, ac- 
cording to rule you shall proceed to con- 
secrate and bless it saying: 


In the name of tne noly, blessed, and 
glorious trinity, proceed we to our work 
in tnese mysteries to accomplisn that which 
we desire; we therefore, in the names afore- 
said, consecrate this piece of ground for 
our defence, so that no spirit whatsoever 
shail be able to break tnese boundaries, 
neitner be able to cause injury nor detri- 
ment to any of us here assembled; but that 
they be compeiled to stand nefore this cir- 
Cle, and answer truly our demands, as far 
as it pleaseth him who liveth for ever and 
ever; and who says, | am Aipha and Omega, 
the Beginning and the End, which is, and 
was, living and was dead: and behold that 
| live for ever and ever; and | have the 
keys of death and hell. Bless, O Lordi 
this creature of earth wnerein we stand; 
confirm, O God! thy strength in us, so that 
neitner tne adversary nor any evil thing 
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May cause us to fail, through the metis of 
Jesus Christ, Amen. 


itis also tobeknown that tne spirits 
rule the hours in a Successive order, ac- 
cording to the course of the heavens and 
tne planets to wnich they are subject; so 
the same spirit wnich governeth the day 
rules also the first nour of tne day, the 
second from tnis governs the second hour, 
and soon throughout; and when seven planets 
and nours have made their revolution it 
returns again to the first whicn rules the 
day. Therefore we shall first speak of 
the names of the hours, viz.

pentacie thevirtue of theholy names there- 
in written presiding with wonderful influ- 
ence over the spirits. 


it should be made in the day and nour 
of Mercury upon parchment made of a kidskin, 
or virgin, or pure, clean, white paper, and 
tne figures and letters wrote in pure gold; 
and it aught to be consecr ated and sprinkled 
with holy water. 


When the vesture is put on, it will be

Let the moon be increasing and equal, 
if it can then be convenientiy done; but 
especially let her not be combust, or in 
Via combusts, which is between fourteen de- 


jreesof Libra and fourteen degrees of Scor— 
pio. 



















The disciple must be clean and pur i~- 
fied for nine days before he does tne work. 
Let him nave ready tne perfume appropriated 
to tna day whereinne does the work: and he 
must be provided with holy water from an 
Adept, or ne may make it holy nimself, by 
reading over it the consecrationof water of 
baptism; he must have anew vessel of earth, 
witn fire, the vesture, and the pentacle; 
and let all these things be rigntiy and duly 
CONSECr ated and prepared, Let one of the 
companions carry the vessel witn fire, and 
the perfumes, and let another bear tne book, 
the garment, and pentacie; and let the op- 
@rator himself carry the sword, over which 
‘Should be said a prayer of consecration: 
and on tne middle of the sword on one side 
‘tet there be engraven Agia, and on tne otner 
Side, Tetragrammaton. And the place being 
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fixed upon where the circle IS tobe erect- 
ed let him draw tne iines we nave before 
taught, and sprinkie the same with holy 
water, consecr ating, etc, etc. 


The discicte must therefore be prepared 
with fasting, chastity, and abstinence, for 
the space of three days before tne day of 
operation; and on tne day that he would do 
this work, being clothed with tne for emen- 
tioned vesture, and furnisned witn pentacles 
perfumes, a sword, bible, paper, pen, and 
consecrated ink, and all things necessary 
hereunto let him enter the circle, and call 
the angels fromthe four partsof the worid, 
which do rule the seven planets, the seven 
days of the week, colours, and metals, whose 
names you will see in their places, and, 
with bended knees first let him say the 
Paternoster or Lord's Prayer, and then let 
him invocate the said angels, saying:-- 


O angeli, supradicti estote adjutores 
mihi petitioni & in adjutorum mihi in meis 
rebus et petitionibus. 


Then cal! the angels from the four 
parts of the world tnat rule tne air tne 
Same dày in whicn he makes tne experiment: 
and, having employed especially ai! tne 
names and spirits withinthecircle, say:—- 


O vos omnes, adjutore atque contestor 
per sedem Adonai, per Hagios, Theos, Lscny- 
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ros, Athanatos, Paracletos, Alpha, & Omega,

These things being performed, iet him 
read the conjuration assigned for the day; 
but if they snall be pertinacious or re- 
fractory, and will not yield themselves obe- 
dient, neither to tne con uration assigned 
for the day, nor any of the prayers before 
made, then use the exorcism following!— 


A General Exorcismof the Spirtts of the Air 


We being made after the image of God, 
endued with power from God and made after- 
his will, do exorcise youby the most mighty 
and powerful name of God, EI, strong and 
wonderful, !here name the spirit wnich is 
to appear), and we command you by Him who 
Spoke the word and it was done, and by all 
the names of God, and by the name Adonai, 
El, Elohim, Elohe, Zebaotn, Elion, Eservhie, 
Jah, RaJpore-Kogus,  Sadai, Lord God Most 
High: we exorcise you, and powerfully command 
you that you forthwith appear unto us here 
before the circle in a fair human shape, 
without any deformity or tortuosity; come 
ye all such, because we command you by the 
name of Yaw and Vau, which Adam heard and 
Spoke; and by the name of God, Agla, which 
Lot heard, and was saved with his family; 
and by the name Joth, which Jacob heard 
from the angel wrestling with him, and was 
delivered from tne hand of his brother Esau; 
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ine name Zebaoth, wnich Moses named, and 
all the rivers were turned into blood; and 
by the name Esercnie Oriston, which Moses 
named, and all tne rivers brought forth 
frogs, and they ascended into the houses of 
tne Egyptians, destroying ail things; and 
by the name Elion, which Moses named, and 
there was great hall, such as had not been 
since tne beginning of the world; and by 
tne name Adonai; whicn Moses named, and 
tnere came up locusts, whicn appeared upon 
the whole land of Egypt, and devoured ail 
which the hail had left; and by the name 
Scnema Amathia, which Josnua called upon, 
and tne sun stayed his course, and by the 
name Alpha and Omega, which Daniel named, 
and destroyed Bai and siew the dragon; and 
in the name Emmanuel, which tne three chii- 
dran, Sidracn, Misach, and Abednego sung 
in the midst of tne fiery furnace, and were 
delivered; and by the name Hagios; and by 
the seal of Adonai, andby Ischyros, Athan- 
atos, Paracietos; andby these tnree secret 
names, Agia, On, Rajpore-Kogus, | do adjure 
and contest you; and by these names, and 
by all othar names of the living and true 
God, our Lord Almighty, | exorcist you 
and command you, by Him who spoke tne word 
and it was done, to whom all creatures are 
obedient; and by the draadful judgment of 
God; and by the uncertain sea of glass that 
is before tne divine Majesty, mighty, and 
powertul; by the four beasts before this 
throne, having eyes before and behind; and 
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by the fire round about his throne; and by 
the noly angels of heaven, by the mighty 
wisdom of God, | do powerfully exorcise you, 
that you appear here Lefore this circle, to 
fulfill our will in al! things which shall 
seem good unto us; by the seal of Baldachia, 
and by this name Primeumaton, which Moses 
named, and the earth opened and swallowed 
up Corah, Dathan, and Abiram: and inthe 
power of that name Primeumaton, commanding 
the whole host of heaven, we curse you, and 
deprive youof your office, joy, and place, 
and do bind you in tne depth of the bottom 
less pit, there to remain until tne dread- 
ful day of the last judgment; and we bind 
you into eternal fire, and into the lake 
of fire and brimstone, unless you fortnwitn 
appear before this circle to do our will: 
therefore, come ye, by these names, Adonai, 
Zebaoth, Adonai, Amioram; come ye, come ye, 
come ye, Adonai commandeth; Saday, the most 
mighty King of Kings, whose power no crea- 
ture is able to resist, be unto you most 
dreadful, unless yeobay, and forthwith af- 
fably appear beforethiscircle, let miser- 
abie ruinand fice unquenchable remain with 
you; therefore come ye, in the name of A- 
donai, Zebaoth, Adonai, Amioram, come, come, 
why stay you? Hasten! Adonai, Sadai, the 
King of Kings commands you: El, Aty, Titcip, 
Azia, Hin, Jen, Minosel, Achadan, Vay, Vaan, 
Ey, Exe, A, El, El, El, A, Hy, Hau, Hau, Hau 
Vau, Vau, Vau, Yau.

Then, standing in the middie of the 
circle, stretch out thy hand towards the 
pentacie, saying, by the pentacle of Solo- 
mon ! have called you; give me a true  aàn- 
Swer. 


Then follow this @ration-- 
Beralanensis, Balachienses, Paumachia 
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and Apologia Sedes, by the most mighty kings 
and powers, and the most powerful princes, 
genii, Liacnidae, ministers of the Tartarean 
seat, chief prince of the seat of Apologia, 
in tne ninth legion, | invoke you, and by 
invocating, conjure you; and being armed 
with power from the supreme Majesty, |! 
strongly command you, by Him who spoke and 
Iit was done, and to whom alil creatures are 
Obedient; and by the ineffabile name, Tetra- 
grammaton Jenovah, which being heard the 
elements are overthrown, the air is shaken, 
the sea runneth back, the fire iS Quenched, 
the eartn trembles, and all the nost of the 
celestiais, and terrestials, and intfernald 
do tremble together, and are troubled and 
confounded: wherefore, forthwith and with- 
Out delay, do you come from al! parts of 
tne world, and make rational answers unto 
all tnings | shall ask of yOu; and come ye 
peaceably, visibly and affably now, witnout 
delay, manifesting what we desire, being 
conjured by tne name of tne living and true 
God, Helioren, and fulfill our commands, 
and persist unto tne end, and according to 
our intentions, visibly and affably speak- 
ing untous withaciear voice, intelligible, 
and without any ambiguity. 


OF THE APPEARANCE OF THE SPIRITS 
These things being duly performed, 
there wili appear infinite visions, appari- 


tions, phantasms, etc., beating of dr ums, 
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and the sound of all kinds of musical in- 
struments; which is done DY the spirits, 
that with the terror they might force some 
of the companions out of the circle, because 
they can effect nothing against the exor- 
cist himself: after this you shall see an 
infinite company of arcners, with a great 
multipleof horrible beasts, which will ar- 
range themselves as if tney would  devour 
the companions; nevertheless, fear nothing. 


Then the exorcist, holding the penta- 
cle in his hand, let him Say, "Avoid nence 
these iniquities, by tne virtue of the ban~ 
ner of God." Then will the spirits be com 
pelled to obey the exorcist, and the company 
shall see them no more. 


Then let tne exorcist, stretching out 
his hand with the pentacle, say, "Behold 
tna pentacie of Solomon, which |! have | ed 
into your presence; behold tne person of 
the exorcist in the middieof the exorcism, 
who is armedby God, without fear, and well 
provided, who potently invocateth and call- 
eth you by exorcising; come, therefore, 
with Speed, by the virtue of these names, 
Aye Saraye, Aye Saraye; defer not to come, 
by the eternal names of the living and true 
God, Eloy, Archima, Rabur, and by the pen- 
tacie of Solomon here present, which power- 
fully reigns over you; and by the virtue of 
the celestial spirits, your lords; and by 
the person of the exorcist, in the middle 
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af the axorcism; being conjured, make haste 
and coma, and yield obedience to your mas- 
ter, who is called Octinomos. This world, 
and then immediately you shall see great 
motions; which when you see, say, Why stay 
you? Wherefore do you delay? What do you? 
Prepare yourselves to be obedient to your 
master in the name of the Lord, Bathat or 
Vachat rushing upon Abrac, Abeor coming 
upon Aberer. 


Then they will immediately come in 
their proper forms; and when you see them 
before the circle, show them tne pentacie 
covered with fine linen; uncover it, and 
Say, Benald your confusion if you refuse 
to be obediant; and suddenly they will ap- 
pear ina peaceable form, and will say, 
Ask what you wili, for we are prepared to 
fulfil all your commands, for the Lord nath 
Sub jected us hereunto. 


Then iet the exorcist say, Welcome 
Spirits, or most nobile princes, because | 
have called you through Him to whom every 
knee doth bow, botn of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things under tne 
earth; in whose hands are all the kingdoms 
of kings, neither is there any able to con- 
tradict nis Majesty. Wherefore, | bind 
that you remain affable and visible before 
this Circle, so long and 50 constant; nei- 
ther shali you depart without my license, 
unti! you have truly and without any fal lacy 
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performed my will, by virtue of nis power 
who hatn set the sea ner bounds, beyond 
which it cannot pass, nor ga beyond tne law 
of nis providence, viz., of tne Most High 
God, Lord, and King, who hath created all 
things.

ALBIGENSES: 

A sect which originated in the soutn 
of France in the twelfth century. They 
were sa called from oneof tneir territorial 
centres, tnat of Aibi. It is probable tnat 
their heresy came originally from Eastern 
Europe, and they were often designated Aul- 
går ians, and undoubtedly kept up intercourse 
witn certain secretaries of Thrace, the 
Bogomils; and they are sometimes connected 
with tne Pau! icians, |t is difficult to 
form any exact idea of their doctrines, as 
Albigensian texts are fare, and contain 
little concerning tneir etnics, but we know, 
that tney were strongly opposed to tne Roman 
Catholic Church, and protested against the 
corruption of its clergy. But it isnot as 
a religious body that we have to deal with 
the Albigenses here but to consider wnetner 
or not their cult possessed any occult sig- 
nificance. It has been claimed by their 
opponents that thay admitted two fundamental 
principles, good and bad, Saying that God 
nad produced Lucifer from Himseif: that ine 
deed Lucifer was the son of God who revolt- 

-edagainst Him; that he had carried witnnim, 
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a rebelious party of angels, who were driven 
from Heaven along with him; that Lucifer in 
his exile nad created this world with its 
inhabitants, where ne reigned, and where 
ali was evil. (ttisallteged that they fur- 
ther believed that God for the re-establish- 
ment of ordar had produced a second son, 
who was Jesus Christ.

All this is, of course, mere tradition, 
and we may be sure that the dislike of the 
Albigenses for the irregularities tnencur- 
rent in the Roman Church, brought such 
charges on their heads, They were indeed, 
the lineal ancestors of Protestantism. A 
Crusade was brought against them by Pape 
Innocent tll, and wholesale massacres took 
place. The Inquisition was also let loose 
upon them, and they were driven ta hide in 
the forests and among tne mountains, where, 
like the Covenantersof Scotland, they held 
Surreptitious meetings. The  Inquisition 
terrorised the district in which they nad 
dwelt so thoroughly that tne very name of 
Albigenses was practically blotted out, and 
by the year !5*0, tne records of the Holy 
Office snowno further writs issued against 
the heretics,

the souls of unbaptized infants. Science 
refers these Ignis fautui to gaseous exnal- 
ations from the moist ground, or more rare- 
ly, to nignt-flying insects.

Jeanne d'Arc was born in tne viliage 
of Domremy, near Vaucouleurs, on tne border 
of Champagne and Lorraine, on Jan, ^, 1412. 
She was taught to spin and sew, but not to 
read and write, these accomplishments being 
unusual and unnecessary tö people in her 
Station of life. Her parents were devout, 
and she was brought up plouSly. Her nature 
was gentile, modest and rallgious: but with 
no physical weakness or morbidity: on the 
contrary she was exceptionally strong, as 
her later history shows. At or about the 
age of thirteen Jeanne began to experience 
wnat psychology now calls "auditory nhallu- 
cinations." In other words, she heard 
"voices"--usually accompanied by a bright- 
light--when no visible person was present. 
This, of course, is a common sympton of 
impending mental disorder; but no insanity 
developed in Jeanne d'Arc. startied she 
naturally was at first: but continuation 
led to familiarity and trust. The voices 
gave good counsel of a very commonplace 
kind, as for instance, tnat she "must be a 
good girl and go often to church." Soon, 
however, she began to nave visions; saw 
St. Michael, St. Catherine, and St. Marga- 
ret; was given instructions as to her mis- 
Sion; eventuali y made her way to the Dauphin, 
put herself at the nead of €,900 men, and 
advanced to tne relief of Orleans, which 
was surrounded by the victorious English. 
After a fortnight of nard fighting, the 
siege was raised, and the enemy driven off 
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The tide of war had turned, and in three 
months the Dauphin was crowned king at 
Rheims as Charles the Seventh. 


At this point, Jeanne felt that her 
mission was accomplished. But her wish to 
return to her family was overruled by tne 
king and arcnbishop, and she took part in 
further fighting against tne allied English 
and Burgundian forces, showing great bravery 
and tactical skill. But in Novembar, I^4*^, 
a desperate sally from Compiegne-—whicn was 
besieged by the Duke of Burgendy--sne feli 
into the enemy's hands, was sold to tne 
English, and thrown into a dungeon at their 
headquarters in Rouen, 


After a year's imprisonment she was 
brought to trial before the Bishop of Seay 
vais, in an ecclesiastical court. The 
charges were heresy and sorcer y. Learned 
doctors of the church, subtle lawyers, did 
their best to entangle the simple gir! in 
their dialectical toils; tut she showed a 
remarkable power of keeping to ner affirma- 
tions andof avoiding heretical statements, 
"hod has always been my Lord in all that | 
nave done," she said, But tne trial was 
only pretence, for her fate was already 
decided, she was condemned to the stake. 
To the end, she solemniy affirmed the real- 
ity of ner "voices" adding that ner depo- 
Sitions were true. Her last word, as the 
smoke and flame rolled round ner, was "Jes- 
us." Said an English soldier, awestruck by 
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the manner of her passing: "We are losti 
we have burnedaSaint." The idea was cor 
roborated in popular opinion by events 
which followed, for speedy death--as if by 
Heaven's anger--overtook her judges and ac- 
Cusers,  Inspiredby her example and claims 
and helped by the dissension and weakening 
on the side of tne enemy, the French took 
heart once more; and the English were al! 
but swept out of the country. 


Jeanne's family was rewarded by en- 
noblement, under the name of De Lys.  Twen- 
ty-five years after her death, the Pope ac- 
ceded to a petition that the process by 
which she was condemned should be re-exam- 
ined. The result was that the Judgment was 
reversed, andher innocence established and 
proclaimed. The life of the Maid supplies 
a nroblem which orthodox science cannot 
solve. She wasa simple peasant gir!, with 
no ambitious hankering after acareer, She 
rebelled pathetically against ner mission. 
"| nad far rather rest and spinby my moth- 
er's side, for this is no work of my choosing 
but | must go and do it, for my Lord wills 
it. She cannot be dismissedon the "simple 
idiot" theory of Voltaire, for her genius 
in war and her aptitude in repartee un- 
doubtedly proved exceptional mental powers, 
unschooted though she was in what we call 
education. We cannot call her a mere hys- 
teric, for her health and strength ware 
superb. It is on record that a man of sci- 
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ence Said to an Abbe:-—'"Come to the Sal- 
petriere Hospital, and | will show you 
twanty Jeannes d'Arc." To which the Atbe 
responded: "Has one of tnem given us back 
Alsace and Lorraine?" The retort was cer- 
tainly neat. Still, though tne Salpetriere 
hysterics have not won back Alsace and Lor- 
raine, it is nevertheless true that many 
great movements have sprung from fraud or 
hallucination. May it not have been so, 
with Jeanne? She delivered France, and ner 
importance in history is great; but may not 
ner mission and ner doings have been tne 
Outcome of merely subjective nallucinations, 
Induced by the brooding of her spacial ly 
religiaus and patriotic mind on the woes 
of her country? The army, being ignorant 
and su'arstitious, would readily balieve 
in the supernatura! nature of her mission, 
and great energy and valour would result— 
for a man fignts wel! when he feels that 
Providence is on his side. 


This is the mast usual kind of tneory 
in explanation of tne facts. Butit is not 
fully satisfactory. How came it--ona may 
aSsk--that tnis untutored peasant girl could 
persuade not only the rude soldiery, but 
also the Dauphin and tne Caurt, of her Di- 
vine appointment? How came she tone given 
the command of an army? Surely a post of 
such responsibility and power would not be 
given ta an ignorant girl of aighteen, on 
heretical strength of her oun claim to in- 
spiration. 
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it seems, at least, very improbarle, 
Now it so happens {thaugh tne materialistic 
school of historians conveniently ignore or 
celittle it! that there is strong evidence 
in support of the idea that Jeanne cave the 
Dauphin some proof of tne possession of su- 
pernormal faculties. In tact, the evidence 
is 39 strong that Mr. Andrew Lang called 
it "IJ)nimpeachabie"--and wr. Lang did not 
usually err on the side of credulity in 
these matters, Among other curious things, 
Jeanne seems to nave repeated to Charies 
the words of a prayer which he had made 
mantally; and she also made Some kind of 
clairvayant discovery of asword hidden be- 
ning the altar of Fierbols church, Senil- 
jer's magnificent dramatic coem——"Ti a Jung- 
fray von Orleans"—-thougn unhistorical in 
some details, i5 Substantially accurate on 
tnese points concerning clairvoyance and 
mind-reading.

Explaining 
to him the cause of his wicked impulses, 
his mother told nim that he had been born 
in answer to prayers addressed tothe devil. 
He now sought religious advice, and was 
directedby the Pope toa hermit who ordered 
nim to maintain complete silence, to take 
nis food from the mouths of dogs, to feign 
madness and to provoke abuse from common 
people without attempting toretaliate. He 
became court fool to the Roman Emperor and 
three times deliveredthe city from Saracen 
invasions, having been prompted to fignt 
by à heavenly message. The emperor's dumb 
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daughter was given speech in order to i den- 
tify the saviour of the city with tne court 
fool, but he refused nis due recompense as 
well as her hand in marriage, and went back 
to the hermit, his former confessor.
